Mr. Arafat was in Rome for Wed- 
nesday's funeral of Italian Communist Party leader Enrico Ber- 
linguer. Israel made an official protest before the meeting bet- 
ween Mr. Arafat and Mr. Andreotti took place. The Israeli For- 
eign Ministry in a statement said the "planned meeting of the two 
will provide artificial encouragement for international terrorism 
and creates the impression that terrorism is acceptable to Italy."

Militias clash 
in N.Lebanon 


TRIPOLI. Lebanon (R) — Fig- 
hting borke out in north Lebanon 
Tuesday night between followers 
of former President Suleiman 
Franjieh and the mostly Christian 
right-wing “Lebanese Forces" 
militia, security sources said. The 
two groups, both mainly Maronite 
Christian, exchanged artillery arid 
automatic weapons fire for two 
hours across the Mar Shalita val- 
ley. 20 kilometres south of the 
north Lebanese port of Tripoli, 
they said. The fighting came on 
the eve of the sixth anniversary of 
the assassination of Tony Franjieh 
— son of the former president — 
with his wife and daughter and 30 
family retainers. 


Libyan held after 
shooting in Athens 


ATHENS (R) — A Greek sho- 
pkeeper of Libyan descent was 
shot and wounded Wednesday 
and a Libyan citizen was arrested 
shortly afterwards carrying a pis- 
tol with one bullet missing, police 
said. The detained man. who has 
denied any involvement in ihc 
shooting, worked lor Libyan Air- 
lines in Tripoli and had come to 
Greece two weeks ago. they said. 


Arens criticises 
UNIFIL role 


TEL AVIV [ AP) — Defence Min- 
ister vloshe Arens said on Wed- 
nesday that the United Nations 
Interim Force in Lebanon (UNI- 
FIL) had no function from Israel's 
point of view. Mr. Arens, told 
reporters after meeting with U.N. 
Secretary General Javier Perez dc 
Cuellar that "UNIFIL is now in a 
pocket surrounded by the Israeli 
army and the South Lebanese 
army, and in fact is not fulfilling 
any function." 


Ghali to discuss 
Mideast in U.K. 


CAIRO (R) — Egyptian Minister 
of State for Foreign Affairs Bou- 
tros Ghali left for London Wed- 
nesday for informal talks on the 
Gulf war and the Middle East sit- 
uation. the Middle East News 
Agency reported, ii said Mr. 
Ghali would meet British Foreign 
Sccreiary Sir Geoffrey Howe and 
Minister for Foreign Affairs Ric- 
hard Luce during his stay, which 
was expected io last for several 
days. He will later leave for Mex- 
ico for a five-day visit.

Beirut battles subside 


after parliament vote 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Fighting on Wed- 
nesday tapered into sporadic sniping bet- 
ween Lebanon’s warring factions after the 
political programme of Prime Minister Ras- 
hid Karami’s national coalition government 
was endorsed by a parliamentary vote of con- 
fidence. 


Police reported only int- 
ermittent sniper fire cracked acr- 
oss the "green line” that splits 
Beirut into mostly Christian and 
mainly Muslim sectors during the 
night and early Wednesday mor- 
ning. There was no casualty rep- * 
on. 

The six- week-old government, 
which includes leaders of the p .■ 
ncipal warring militias, cancelled 
its regular weekly meeting Wed- 
nesday under President Amin 
Gemayel for “security reasons.” . 

Mr. Karami was quoted by Bei- 
rut newspapers as saying it was dif- 
ficult to re-assign enough police 
forces from the parliament area in 
central Beirut to the mountain 
reson town of Bikfaya in time to 
hold the cabinet meeting. 

Most of Lebanon's active police 
force had been assigned to guard 
parliament house during a week- 
long debate that culminated Tue- 
sday afternoon in a 53-15 vote of 
confidence for Mr. Karami' s 
half-Christian, half- Muslim gov- 
ernment. Three deputies abs- 
tained. 

Parliament also gave the cab- 
inet special powers to rule by dec- 
ree for nine months but restricted 
them to trying to create a 
Muslicn-Christian balance in key 
government offices and army 
posts. 

The cabinet meeting was pos- 
tponed after ShPite Muslim Amal 
milita leader Nabih Berri and Pro- 
gressive Socialist Party (PSP) lea-

leagues needed time to get over 
the latest violence. 

At least 105 people were killed 
and 250 wounded in Beirut on 
Monday when Amal. the mostly 
Christian right-wing “Lebanese 
Forces” militia and other groups 
shelled civilian areas of the cap- 
ital. 

Reuter quoted political sources 
as saying the Amal and PSP lea- 
ders were also giving Mr. Karami 
time to do some preparatory work 
on how to reunite the fragmented 
Lebanese army, the main issue 
dividing the cabinet of nine Mus- 
lim and Christian ministers. 

An Amal statement published 
Wednesday accused the "Leb- 
anese Forces” of initiating' Mon- 
day’s bombardment at the ins- 
tigation of Israel. The newspaper 
As Safir called the bombardment 
day “Israeli Monday’” and pub- 
lished a picture of an unexploded 
1 55 -mm shell with Hebrew mar- 
kings that it said fell in west Bei- 
rut’s Musaitbeh neighbourhood. 

Mr. Bern contacted Syrian lea- 
ders Wednesday to discuss sec- 
urity. Beirut Radio said. 

The "Lebanese Forces”, who 
have had close ties with Israel, rep- 
lied to the Amal accusation by say- 
ing Mr. Berri was trying to make 
persona] political gains at the exp- 
ense of west Beirut civilians. 

Lebanon's fledgling peace 
movement, which has had little 


impact so far on the warring mil- 
itias, is organising a national pet- 
ition for an end to armed force in 
internal conflicts. 

The movement, run by the 
“May 6 March Committee.” has 
invited Lebanese citizens to sign 
the petition at three places in east 
and west Beirut from Friday onw- 
ards. 

The document says: “No to fra- 
tricidal combat, yes to civil 
peace... we announce a ban on 
resorting to arms to settle disputes 
between Lebanese and call for 
commitment to dialogue as the' 
only method to solve them." 

The committee is named after a 
peace march planned for last May 
6 but called off after an outbreak 
of shelling across the “green line.” 

Beirut Radio said a four-party 
Security committee representing 
the warring factions and the army 
was preparing a new plan to pre- 
vent the use of heavy artillery and 
tank fire in city hostilities. It did 
not explain how the plan would 
work. 

Thorny issues 

Ministers and legislators had 
haggled for six weeks over the 
government programme, as vio- 
lence in and around Beirut killed 
at least 1 80 people and wounded 
800. On Monday alone. 105 peo- 
ple were killed and 250 injured. 

The government has declared it 
will try to end the civil strife that 
has wracked the country for nine 
years, eject Israel from South 
Lebanon and introduce political 
reforms to reduce Christian dom- 
ination. 

Newspapers and public have 
bitterly, .criticised the Lebanese 
government for failing to end the 
fighting but political sources said 
the solid majority Mr. Karami had 
won in parliament would help 
raise confidence in its ability to 
quieten the situation. 


U.N. chief ends ‘exploratory’ 
tour of 5 Vfideast countries 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar said Wednesday his just 
concluded five-nation tour of the 
Middle East was meant to prepare 
himself for a possible U.N. role as 
peacemaker in the Arab- Israeli 
conflict. 

** I have io make my own ass- 
essment of the situation in order to 
be prepared to take perhaps an 
initiative when the time comes,” 
Mr. Perez de Cuellar told a news 
conference before his departure 
for Geneva. 

He was due back in New York 
on Thursday after an overnight 
stop in Switzerland. 

The nine-day tour look him to 
Egypt, Syria. Lebanon and Jordan 
before he arrived in Israel on Tue- 
sday. In Beirut over the weekend, 
he came within sight and sound of 
heavy clashes along that city’s 
“green line.” and his helicopter 
almost was fired on by Syrian mis- 
siles over Lebanon's Bekaa Val- 
ley. 

While publicly insisting here 
that “the time is always ripe for 


peace,” the former Peruvian dip- 
lomat is known to feel that it 
would be premature to start thi- 
nking: in terms of his undertaking a 
mediaton effort. 

He has emphasised that his off- 
ice has political limilations. and it 
is doubtful that he would launch 
any initiative without a mandate in 
some form from the 15-nation 
U.N. Security Council. 

Before leaving New York, he 
indicated the view that the pea- 
cemaking field was wide open 
because a "diplomatic vacuum" 
had been created by the failure of 
various Western and regional 
peace initiatives, including one by 
President Reagan. 


Israelis reject conference 


While the Arab leaders he met 
supported a proposed U.N. int- 
ernational peace conference inv- 
olving all the parties involved in 
the Middle East conflict as well as 
the two superpowers. Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and opposition leader Shimon 


Peres both categorically rejected 
the idea because of what they con- 
sider a" strong anti-Israeli bias” in 
the 1 58-nation world body. 

Mr. Shamir stressed this view 
Wednesday in talks with the U.N. 
chief and said direct negotiations 
provide the only path to peace in 
the Middle East. 

A similar opinion was conveyed 
by Mr. Peres, who hopes to unseat 
Mr. Shamir in Israel's July 23 gen- 
eral election. 

The only way to tackle the 
Arab- Israeli dispute was "on a 
country -by-country and step- 
by-step basis, as initiated aL Camp 
David in 1978" by Israel and 
Egypt under United States aus- 
pices, Mr. Peres said 

An alternative proposed last 
year by the U.N. chief would inv- 
olve tackling the Middle East con- 
flict in the framework of the U.N. 
Security Council. 

But U.N. and Israeli sou ires say 
Mr. Perez de Cuellar has not act- 
ively pressed this formula in his 
meetings here so far. according to 
Reuter.

Gulf Arab states review 
options to defend shipping 


JEDDAH (R) — Foreign min- 
isters of Saudi Arabia and the 
other Arab states of the Gulf con- 
sidered Wednesday what new mil- 
itary steps they could take to def- 
end their shipping against possible 
Iranian attacks and ensure the 
flow of their oil to the world mar- 
kei. 

As the ministers conferred in 
Taif. the nearby Saudi summer 
capital, diplomatic sources in Jed- 
dah said a new Gulf war peace biJ 
by Islamic nations had been pos- 
tponed. 

Efforts had been made to con- 
vene a summit in Jeddah this week 
of seven members of ihc Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference 
(OIC) charged with trying to med- 
iate between Iran and Iraq, but the 
sources said it was unlikely such a 
gathering would now convene 
before July. 

The sources said two key mem- 
bers. Turkey and Pakistan, were 
doubtful whether a new initiative 
would meet with anything but a 
rebuff for their heads of state. 

Iran was viewed as sticking to its 
position that the Iraqi government 
must step down as the price of 
peace talks. 

The Taif meeting, which began 
Tuesday night, brought together 


in a scheduled session the foreign 
ministers of member states of the 
Gulf Co-operation Council 
(GCC). a thrcc-year-old alliance 
of Saudi Arabia. Kuwait. Bahrain. 
JJatar. the United Arab Emirates 
and Oman. 

Council Secretary-General 
Abdullah Bishara told reporters 
after Wednesday's three-hour 
•meeting that the conference had 
heard reports from military and 
technical committees assigned to 
- examine measures to -protect oil 
tankers running the gauntlet of 
Iranian air raids. 

Iran stresses that the shipping of 
the Gulf Arab states, will not be 
safe unless Iraq abandons its air 
attacks on tankers canying oil 
from Lhc Iranian Kharg Island oil 
terminal. 

A Kuwaiti tanker was hit by a 
missile on Sunday and Kuwait 
accused Iran of the strike, the lat- 
est attack on shipping in the str- 
ategic waterway. 

Earlier lust week, a Saudi F-15 
jet shot down 3t least one Iranian 
Phantom warplane that Jeddah- 
based diplomats think had been 
sent on a mission to test Saudi wil- 
lingness to shoot if its air space 
were violated. 

The Jeddah sources said 


option for the Gulf states now was 
to demarcate several protected 
assembly zones for tankers using 
the Gulf, possibly one off Abu 
Dhabi, another in the Bahrain 
area and a third near Kuwait. 

There would still be some vul- 
nerable stretches along the tanker 
lanes, these sources said.

- King Hossein is accompanied 
on the tour by Prime Minister 
Ahmad ‘Obeidat, Chief of the 
Royal Court Marwan Al 
jasem, and Armed Fore 
Commander-in-chief 
Lieutenant-General Sharif 
Zaid Ibn Shaker. 

King Hussein's visit to the 
GCC states follows an esc- 
alation in attacks on shipping in 
the Gulf by warring Iran and 
Iraq.

Settler confesses to role 
in W. Bank car bombings 


TEL AVIV (AP) — A suspected 
member of a Jewish underground 
operating in the Israeli occupied 
Arab territories has admitted to 
belonging to a terrorist group, a 
Justice Ministry spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

The suspect also admitted in 
helping plan the June 1980 car 
bombings that maimed two West 
Bank mayors and blinded an Isr- 
aeli policeman, said spokesman 
Yitzhak Feinberg. 

The stale prosecutor dropped 
an attempted murder charge 
Wednesday against the suspect. 
The charge carries a maximum 20 
year sentence. 

It was the first such admission 
by any of the 24 suspects. The acc- 
used. most Jewish settlers in the 
West Bank and Golan Heights, 
face barges including pre- 
meditated murder for six attacks 
and attempted assaults on Pal- 
estinians in the last four years. 

A court order of May 3 bars 


publication of any of the suspects’ 
names. 

Mr. Feinberg said the att- 
empted murder charge was dro- 
pped "because according to the 
evidence, he did not participate in 
placing any of the bombs (in the 
mayors’ cars.) but only in the pla- 
nning.” 

The suspect has agreed to con- 
fess during his trial to all the cha- 
rges brought against him in a new 
indictment handed down Wed- 
nesday. 

A Jerusalem court, meanwhile, 
postponed the trial of two army 
officers in the Israeli military occ- 
upation authorities in the West 
Bank who have been charged as 
accessories in one of the car bom- 
bings. 

Judge Eliahu Noam, heading a 
three-judge panel, granted a req- 
uest by Prosecutor Dorn Beinish 
to delay the proceedings because 
two key witnesses arc awaiting 
trial iri'connection with the attack. 


Sudan reports crushing 
rebel attacks in south 


KHARTOUM (Agencies) — 
Government troops crushed two 
attacks by rebels in southern 
Sudan, killing 255 rebels and 
wounding many others, the army- 
general command said Wed- 
nesday. 

Eight government troops were 
killed and 1 8 wounded, it said in a 
statement quoted by the official 
Sudanese News Agency. 

The statement said *165 rebels 
who had infiltrated from camps 
inside Ethiopia were killed on 
Monday when they attacked the 
Sudanese border town of Pochala 
in the Upper Nile region. 

In a separate operation. 90 reb- 
els who had also crossed from Eth- 
iopia were killed on June 6 and 7 
near the town of Kasla, the sta- 
tement said. 

The two reported attacks were 
the first by rebels seeking sec- 
ession from the north since Nov- 
ember. 

Southern Sudan, home of mai- 


nly Christian and pagan animisls. 
was the scene of heavy lighting 
between army troops anil sec- 
essionists late Iasi year. 

Sudan has often accused Eth- 
iopia of aiding the rebels, a charge 
denied by Addis Ababa. 

A rebellion against the gov- 
ernment of President Jaalar Num- 
ciri began in the south more than a 
year ago over economic, adm- 
inistrative and other grievances. 

The rebels oppose Mr. Num- 
eirfs division of the south into 
three separate administrative pro- 
vinces. They also complain of lag- 
ging economic development in the 
south and oppose Mr. Numciri's 
imposition of Sharia (Islamic law) 
throughout Sudan last September. 

Over the past year, the rebels 
mounted several attacks on army 
garrisons and economic projects 
in the south, including oil drilling 
sites by the American Chevron 
company and the French- run Jon- 
glci irrigation canal project. 


Thousands throng to pay 
last respects to Berlinguer

of thousands of Italians, waving 
red banners and holding up cle- 
nched fists, turned out Wednesday 
for the funeral of Italian Com- 
munist Party leader Enrico Bor- 
lingucr. 

Newspapers estimated Lhat as 
many as a million people might 
pay their last respects to Mr. Ber- 
Irngucr who was undisputed lea- 
der ot the West’s largest com- 
munist party since 1972 and a 
member of the Italian Chamber ot 
Deputies. 

President Sandro Pertini and 
Prime Minister Be it inn Craxi att- 
ended the funeral along with int- 
ernational dignitaries including 
Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang. 
Mikhail Gorbachev, ihought’io be 
number two man in the Kremlin, 
and Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) leader Yasser 
Ararat . 

Shouts of " Enrico. Enrico” 


echoed through the streets around 
the party headquarters near the 
central Piazza Venezia as Mr. Bcr- 
linguer's coffin was put aboard a 
black hearse for a two-kilo met re 
procession to Si. John Lateran 
Square. 

As a band played a Chopin fun- 
eral march and the workers' ant - 
futw Internationale, the huge 
crowd jamming the narrow streets 
of downtown Rome held up pho- 
tos of Mr. Berlinguer. who died 
Monday after a stroke, and signs 
reading “Ciao. Enrico.*' 

The entire historic centre of 
Rome was closed to traffic, and 
clusters of people carrying red 
flags tied with black ribbons mil- 
led about the streets on the hot. 
clear day. 

The crowd was solemn and ord- 
erly. and only a small number of 
policemen directed traffic.

Pajctta recalled Mr. Ber- 
linguer’s attempts to link Italy's 
communists and Catholics in a 
“historic compromise" and ‘his 
firm stand against left-wing gue- 
rrilla violence. 

Sources close to the party have 
tipped Alessandro Natta.bfi. head 
of the party’s main disciplinary 
body, as frontrunner lor the vac- 
ant leadership. 


Amnesty urges Qadhafi to end executions 


LONDON (Agencies) — Amn- 
esty International appealed Thu- 
rsday to Libyan leader Col. Mua- 
mmar Oadhafi to stop the alleged 
“physical liquidation” of his opp- 
onents. 

The London-based human 
rights organisation expressed 
alarm at the execution of seven 
Libyans between June 3 and 7. 
saying they "had all been arb- 
itrarily arrested and hanged pub- 
licly without trial — two within an 
hour of ihcir arrest — on suspicion 
ol opposition to l he government.”

Cairo sees no pressing need 
for foreign involvement in Gulf

CAIRO (AP) — Acting Prime Minister and Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ali says Egypt does not see 
any “pressing need” now for foreign military int- 
ervention in the Gulf war between Iran and Iraq. 


In an interview with Lhe siare- 
ovvned weekly magazine Akher 
Saa published Wednesday, Mr. 
Ali said the present balance of mil- 
itary strength and economic losses 
between Iran and Iraq can help 
the chances of a peaceful set- 
tlement. 

Egypt has been aiding Iraq with 
arms and has criticised Iran for 
rejecting all mediation efforts. 
President Hosni Mubarak has 
proposed a peace plan for' ado- 
ption by the non-aligned group of 
nations but nothing has come of it 
so far. 

Referring to recent escalation in 
the war and attacks on oil tankers 
in the Gulf. Mr. Ali said: “Ido not 
believe that foreign military int- 
ervention is a pressing need in the 
present stage. But there is a pos- 
sibility of (foreign) co-operation 
with the Gulf states in protecting 


harbours and other installations 
on the one hand and guaranteeing 
the freedom of navigation in the 
Gulf on lhe other." 

Mr. Ali re-affirmed Egypt's 
readiness to provide military fac- 
ilities to the United States for pos- 
sible intervention to aid Arab 
countries in the Gulf. But he said 
this was conditional on a request 
for such assistance by any of the 
Arab countries concerned. 

Egypt's Red Sea military base at 
Ras Banas. which can provide air 
and naval facilities, would be a key 
point if such a situation arises. 

“The use of the base by the Uni- 
ted States would be contingent 
upon a request from one of the 
Arab countries for our ass- 
istance." Mr. Ali told the mag- 
azine.

Colombo’s invitation of Israel 
is local issue, envoys say 


COLOMBO (R) — Three Arab 
countries. Iran and the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 
hate accepted rftat the setting up 
of an Israeli interest section in 
Colombo is a domestic issue tor 
Sri Lanka, the foreign ministry 
said Wednesday. 

The establishment of the int- 
erest section under the auspices of 
the U.S. embassy led to protests 
and demonstrations by opposition 
political panics in which more 
than 40 people were injured. 

A ministry statement said the 
envoys of Iraq. Iran and Libya met 
President Junius Jayewardene 
separately Tuesday and told him 
“they accept" that the est- 
ablishment of an Israeli interest 
section “is a purely domestic 
issue" for Sri Lanka. 

Last week the ambassadors of 
Egypt and the PLO made similar 
statements to the president, the 
ministry said. 

The president assured the env- 
oys that the policy of the gov- 
ernment of Sri Lanka on Palestine, 
remained unchanged, it said. 

Sri Lanka severed diplomatic 


relations with Israel 14 years ago. 
calling on it to withdraw from occ- 
upied Arab territory. 

Government officials said the 
interests section was established 
under provisions of the Vienna 
convention to enable Sri Lanka to 
obtain expert advise from Israel to 
train security forces to combat 
separatist guerrillas. 

They said the setting up of the 
interests section did not mean that 
diplomatic relations with Israel 
had been re-established. 

The PLO ambassador in Col- 
ombo. Khaireddin Abdul Rah- 
man. told reporters two weeks ago 
he had expressed “ dissatisfaction" 
and some Arab countries had exp- 
ressed their “disappointment” to 
the Sri Lanka government over 
the new move. 

Mr. Jayewardene said last wee- 
kend that assistance had to be obt- 
ained from Israel because other 
countries had refused help to fight 
the guerrillas who are cam- 
paigning for a separate state for 
minority Tamils. 

He said the invitation to the Isr- 
aelis would not be withdrawn des- 
pite the protests.

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American funds, but this does not 
enritle the United Stales to use it 
as a (permanent) base.” Mr. Ali 
said. “The United States would be 
entitled only to use the facilities 
available there. Use of the base at 
Ras Banas to help the Gulf cou- 
ntries is possible if the situation so 
requires." 

In reply to a question, Mr. Ali 
dismissed as “inconceivable” any. 
possibility of the United States 
exploiting the Gulf situation for “ a 
military adventure.” 

On the long-standing stalemate 
in the Iran -Iraq war. which will be 
45 months old nexi Tuesday. Mr. 
Ali said: “I believe that the bal- 
ance of military strength between 
Iraq and Iran and the balance of 
losses arising from the reciprocal 
economic siege can bring closer 
the possibility of a peaceful sol- 
ution." 

On other subjects. Mr. Ali said 


it would be “a loss of time and a 
loss of opportunities" to seek an 
international conference on an 
Arab- Israeli peace settlement so 
long as there is no unanimity on 
the wisdom of convening it. 

U.N. Secretary General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, currently tou- 
ring the Middle East, has been try- 
ing to promote the international 
conference idea which was end- 
orsed by the U.N. General Ass- 
embly last December. But Israel 
and the United Slates have rej- 
ected it. 

Egypt has said it would favour 
an international conference if 
other avenues, notably American 
mediation, failed. 

Mr. AITs remarks appeared to 
imply continued Egyptian pre- 
ference for American-shepherded 
negotiations between the Arabs 
and Israel.

Saudis deny collusion with Death sentences prompt debate in Tunisia 


U.S. to launch air raids 


RIYADH (AP) — The gov- 
ernment of Saudi Arabia rejected 
Wednesday as “sheer fabrication" 
an Iranian allegation that the U.S. 
was in collusion with Arab powers 
to launch air raids on Iranian oil 
installations. 

The official Islamic Republic 
News Agency claimed in Tehran 
on Tuesday that the Pentagon was 
planning air raids on Iran's oil shi- 
pping terminal of Kharg. an island 
in Lhe north eastern sector of the 
Gulf. 

The agency also said that the 
Americans, with alleged help from 
Saudi .Arabia. Iraq. Kuwait, and 
Jordan were to strike at the Ira- 
nian pons of Lavan and Bushehr. 

The U.S..it contended, was to 
use Phamom warplanes “dis- 
guised as Iranian aircraft, while 
Iraq would use its own fighter- 
bombers to launch full-scale air 
raids on Kharg. Lavan and Bus- 
hehr” 

Citing unidentified sources, the 
agency added that the purported 
assault was to start fmm a military 
base in Saudi Arabia, while the 
Pentagon was “quickly to assign 
American pilots to command the 
operations.” 

In Riyadh, the officiaL Saudi 
Press Agency quoted an uni- 
dentified official source as saying 


the Iranian claim was totally unt- 
rue. 

“Wc wish to announce emp- 
hatically that all this information is 
sheer fabrication and is totally 
devoid of any truth" the agency 
quoted the official as stressing. 
“We wish to emphasise that all 
pilots working with Lhe Saudi Air 
Force are sons of the Kingdom of 
Saudi Arabia and that there arc no 
aliens among them." 

The Iranian allegation was dis- 
tributed shortly after the Saudis 
agreed to let 1 50.000 Iranians tra- 
vel to the kingdom for the annual 
pilgrimage season next August. 

Last year a total of 103.000 Ira- 
nians made the pilgrimage, and 
the increase in number was seen as 
a goodwill gesture io Iran by the 
Saudis. 

Relations between Saudi Ara- 
bia and Iran took a turn for worse 
last week, when Saudi Air Force 
F-15 jetfighiers engaged Iranian 
warplanes in a dogfight and shot 
down one of them over Saudi ter- 
ritorial waters. 

The Saudis, along with their 
Kuwaiti allies and the rest of the 
Arab states of the Gulf region, 
have complained to the Arab Lea- 
gue and the't/.N. Security Council 
against Iranian -air attacks on 
commercial shipping in neutral 
Arab waters.

TUNIS — Death sentences passed 
on 10 youths involved in rioisnvcr 
bread price rises in January have 
sparked an unprecedented row 
between lawyers anJ judiciary in 
Tunisia. 

The condemned youths, aged 
from 1 R lo 22. were convicted ot 
the murder of two moiorists killed 
by stone- throwing crowds ai lhe 
height nf the rioting in Tunis on 
Jan. 3. 

Since the penalties were handed 
down on May 26. ihc case has 
become a major talking point in 
Tunis. 

The debate, part of a wider dis- 
cussion on lhe lough security line 
ot Prime Minister Mohammad 
Mzali, has eclipsed lhe trial in abs- 
entia of fugitive former Interior 
Minister Driss Guigu. accused of 
committing high treason during 
the riots. 

“The Guiga trial is just a settling 
of accounts among politicians." 
said one young lawyer. “With the 
death sentences, it is a case of 1 0 
working class boys who have no 
defence. This affects the whole 
country.” 

Eighty-nine people died in the 
January rioting which swept the 
country when the government 
doubled the price of bread at lhe 
new year. The price rise was later 
cancelled. 


The death sentences have pro- 
mpted a deluge of calls for Pre- 
sident Habib Bourguiba to save 
the i 0 from the noose if the appeal 
enun upholds ihc sentences. 

Bodies which have called for 
clemency include the Tunisian 
Human Rights League, five edu- 
cation trade unions, lhe opp- 
osition Movement of Socialist 
Democrats ( MSD.) and the Com- 
munist Parly. 

A cut-oiu petition for clemency 
to lhe president, printed by an 
independent newspaper, has had a 
wide response according to the 
organisers. A group of mothers is 
seeking an audience with the pre- 
sident's wile Wassila to ask her to 
intervene. 

The campaign has been fuelled 
by allegations from lawyers and 
the opposition that legal pro- 
cedures in the case were flouted 
and that the guilt of all 10 youths 
remains unproven. 

The VISD denounced what it 
called” manifest irregularities and 
flagrant violations of the penal 
code and right of defence". 

The Tunisian Young Lawyers’ 
Association published a list of 
what it called "shortcomings and 
excesses" in ihe trial, including the 
denial of defence requests for adj- 
ournments.- ptrHcc~pressurc on 
witnesses and insults' lo lawyers. 

According to the lawyers, the 
judge. Lakhdar Ben Abdessalam. 


handed a summary sentence of 20 
years forced labour to a brother of 
one of the accused after a witness 
complained he had threatened 
her. 

The lawyers' statement brought 
a sharp reaction from Judge Abd- 
cssalam who accused them in a let- 
ter of “decadent conduct", see- 
king material gain and trying to 
destroy the legal profession. 

He ended his letter, published 
in AJ Amal. the Arabic-language 
organ of the ruling Desiourian 
Socialist Party, by quoting a Tun- 
isian proverb denoting lhe futility 
of their protest: “The dogs may 
bark, but the caravan moves on.” 

This prompted the Tunisian Bar 
Association to call a meeting on 
June 6 at which lawyers decided to 
boycott the judge's court and ins- 
titute proceeding against him for 
defamation. 

Lawyers say this is the first time 
they have been in open conflict 
with judiciary. The aim of the boy- 
cott is to paralyse Judge Abd- 
cssalam’s criminal court, which 
theoretically cannot work without 
lawyers. 

Faced with this liberal backlash, 
the government and party have 
maintained a stiff defence of the 
sentences and their law anJ order 
• policy in general. 

Tlie government denies ^ any 
pressure wasexened.on the judge. 
It savs the riots were caused by a 


mixture of laxity among ihe polk • 
and treacheTy by Mr. Guiga. t 

Ahmed Kedidi. director of A f 
Amal. wrote: “Citizens were re • 
assured by the sentences hande'. 
down by the Tunis criming 
court..." 

Mr. Mzali. who has led l 
shake-up at the Interior Ministry • 
since the riots, has repeatedly sail 
there can be no freedom withou 
respect for law and order. He ha 
criticised people who he said wer, 
trying to “weaken the executive 
encourage laxity and. even mort 
serious, interfere in the affairs o. 
the judiciary.” 

"They pretend lo forget the vie-' 
tims ... and concentrate only ori 
the severity of the judgments ar 
sentences ...” 

Mr. Mzali can count on suppot 
from middle class people who pah 
icked in January when mobs o 
mainly unemployed youths roa- 
med the streets, burning cars am - 
looting shops. But many liberals 
fed the cautious political lib- 
eralisation of the past three years 
under Mr. Mzali is under death 
sentence itself. 

The MSD. which was given 
legal status under Mr. Mzali. said 
in its statement: “Jnlimidaiinn 
and exemplary punishments, far- 
from resplving’the grave crisis thr- 
ough which the country is passing, 
risk aggravating a situation which 
is already worrying.”

JEA electrical power production rises by 25%, says report 


\tfMAN (J.T.) — The last year 
finessed a big increase in the 
chime of national production of 
Metrical power produced by all 
me rating stations throughout. 
ie country, according to a report 
ublished Sunday in the local 
irabic daily newspaper A1 Dus- 
jut citing as its source a statistical 
ulletin issued by the Jordan Ele- 
tricity Authority (JEA). 
h said that the number of sub- 
sibers to electrical current dur- 
g the last year had increased 
.-er the preceding year by 
>.000. bringing the number of 


subscribers throughout the cou- 
ntry to 333,000. 

This figure forms 7? per cent of 
the country's inhabitants, and is 
compared to *1he 287,000 sub- 
scribers in 1982. 

The total of electricity gen- 
erated by the JEA during last year 
reached 1,623 million KWH 
which is 84 per cent of the ele- 
ctrical power produced in Jordan; 
an increase of 25 per cent over 
1982, the bulletin pointed out. 

The revenue raised from the 
sale of electrical energy last year 
reached JD 33,763.000. which is 


an increase of J D 6,629,000 over 
the preceding year. 

The consumption of electrical 
power by the various sectors in 
Jordan during 1983 was as fol- 
lows: Industrial sector 44 percent; 
trade sector 10.9 per cent; hou- 
sehold consumption 33.2 percent; 
water pumping 6.7 percent; street 
lighting 1.7 per cent and mis- 
cellaneous uses totalling 3.4 per 
cent. This brings the total of ele- 
ctrical power consumed during 
last year to 1,623 million KWH. 

the continuing development of 
the Jordanian economy, dep- 


endence on Jordan as a centre for 
economic and commercial bus- 
iness in the region, the exp- 
loitation of geological resources, 
industries which consume large 
amounts of electricity as well as 
the veiy cold weather conditions 
which prevailed in the country 
during last winter were the major 
factors leading to the increase in 
the demand for electrical energy.

Fanek told the Jordan Times that 
the price of the aircraft will be paid 
Thursday and the airline’s rep- 
resentative in the United States 
will sign for the delivery of the 
aircraft. 

But. he said, the aircraft will not 
be immeidately flown to Amman 
as it will undergo a package of 
modifications. 

The Kuwait Finance House led 


a consortium of Islamic banks in 
providing a 10 million Kuwaiti 
dinar loan to Alia to help the air- 
line pay the cost of the plane, the 
modifications and the spare pans, 
and the loan agreement was sig- 
ned here Saturday. 

This is the first time that Alia 
has financed the purchase of an 
aircraft through the Islamic met- 
hod of Murabaha. without res- 
orting to borrowing in the Eur- 


odollar market, he said. 

A consortium of banks in Bah- 
rain comprising Chase Man- 
hattan. the Arab Bank and Gulf 
International issued the necessary 
guarantee for the loan, and the 
Jordanian government gua- 
ranteed the performance of Alia 
in due course. Mr. Fanek said. 

Two more TriStars will be 
added to Alia's fleet in the spring 
of 1985 to help the airline in its 
network expansion programme. 
Mr. Fanek added. 

At present. Alia has a fleet of ! 7 
aircraft which comprise five Loc- 
kheed TriStar L-lOlls. three 
Boeing 747s. six Boeing 727s and 
three Boeing 707s.

Irbid Governorate does not suf- 
fer from a shortage of water, how- 
ever, because the pipes in the 
water network are not very wide, 
they do not permit sufficient amo- 
unts of water to pass and reach 
various districts, especially high 
regions, Mr. Hindawi said. 

He added that the old pipes are 


at present being replaced and con- 
tinuous pumping will supply suf- 
ficient quantities of water to the 
different areas in the governorate. 

The governor advised the inh- 
abitants to increase the number of 
water tanks on the roofs of their 
homes to store more water for 
emergencies. 

The Water Authority director 
in Irbid also announced a new 
programme to pump water to the 
different parts of the governorate 
and appealed to people to report 
any damage to water pipes so that 
they can be repaired swiftly and 
water pumping can continue. 

At the moment, he said, the 
Water Authority in Irbid has eme- 
rgency teams working 24 hours a 
day ready to respond to eme- 
rgency calls.

AbdaUat added. 

Also a new commercial free 
zone is being planned at the 
Queen Alia International Airport, 
be said. 

The original plans for the Zarqa 
zone called for the completion of 
work on several phases, but rising 
demands compelled the aut- 
horities to speed up the work. Mr. 
Abdallat said. 

While the original plans called 
for the splitting of the area into 
several phases of 500 dunums 
each with the first phase to be 
completed by 1985, and the sec- 
ond by 1 990, both phases are alm- 
ost complete now, the official said. 

Phase one was completed in 
1 982 and phase two is expected to 
be finished by June 1 984. he said. 
All sites in both phases are already 
leased and the rent paid in adv- 
ance. he added. 

The rental charges are cal- 
culated on the following basis: 
Five hundred fils per year per squ- 
are metre of unlevelled land; one 
dinar for one square metre per 
year of compact levelled land and 
one dinar five hundred fils per 
year per square metre of double- 
coat asphalted compact land. 

The payment of the rental cha- 
rges is to be made annually in adv- 
ance in addition to a ‘caution dep- 
osit’ for compensating the Free 
Zones Corporation of possible 
damages and losses incase the les- 
see is not serious, Mr. Abdallat 
said. 

He explained that the free zone 
offers a wide range of incentives 
and exemptions for foreign inv- 
estors. 

There are no restrictions on the 
storage of goods, and the use of 


the free zone area as a transit area, 
he said. The goods so stored will 
not incur andy local customs duty 
or taxes unless the goods are taken 
out of the zone for use in the local 
market. 

In 1 976, the amount-of goods in 
transit through the Aqaba zone 
was 176,780 tonnes. By 1982, this 
amount had increased to 547,000 ' 
tonnes, though this decreased to 
310,000 tonnes in 1983. 

In 1983 the amount of goods in 
transit through the Zarqa free 
zone was 40,000 tonnes. The Free 
Zones Corporation extends co- 
operation and help to foreign ind- 
ustrial projects provided that they 
are feasible, the official said. All 
legal formalities can be completed 
in about 10 days, he added. 

Industrial units sited at the free 
zones will enjoy many benefits, 
such as exemption from tax on 
profits and social services for a 
period of 12 years, exemption of 
foreign staff from paying income 
and social services tax, exemption 
of buildings from license fees, bui- 
lding and land taxes, and the free 
flow and transfer of capital and 
profits without any restrictions. 

The free zone has an extensive 
infrastructure to support ind- 
ustrial units located inside the 
zone. 

It includes high-voltage power 
supply, civil defence and fire fig- 
hting units, water supply and sew- 
erage systems, telephone and 
telex services, large warehouses, 
cafeteria and storage yards. 

There are about 200 investors 
operating at the Zarqa free zone, 
most of them Jordanian-foreign 
joint ventures. 

One of the latest additions to 
the zone is a large collection of the 


latest models of cars, which eli- 
minate the necessity of going out 
of the country to look for tax-free 
cars. 

The zone also offers space and 
all necessary facilities for the int- 
ernational display of various equ- 
ipment. 

One such major show was the 
first-ever exhibition of defence 
equipment in the Middle East, 
MEIDE’83. held in November 
1983. 

• The European community has 
also shown a keen interest in using 
the Zarqa free zone as the base for 
its exports and industrial ventures. 
Mr. Abdallat said. 

The products of the industrial 
units at the free zone would be 
export-orientated, he said. How- 
ever. the Ministry of Industry 
Trade and Tourism may accept 
recommendations from the free 
zones authorities to allow some 
selected items to enter the local 
market, he added. 

Some of the industrial units cur- 
rently operating at the Zarqa zone 
are in fields which are operating in 
the Middle East for the first-time. 
For instance, the Jordanian Silver 
Refinery Company, an Indo- 
Jordanian joint-venture, extracts 
silver from various waste mat- 
erials such as photographic films 
and solutions, he said. 

“The investors are not the only 
beneficiaries of the free 2one pro- 
ject. Jordan will also benefit as it 
introduces new industries and tec- 
hnologies, the use of local pro- 
ducts and raw materials, and pro- 
vides training and new skills for 
the Jord anian labour force," Mr. 
Abdallat concluded.

Why not a U.N. 
conference? 

WHY DOKS Israel object so strongly to the suggestion of 
holding an international conference under United Nations aus- 
pices to negotiate peace between Israel and the Arabs? 

A few- days ago, Israeli Prime Vlinister Yitzhak Shamir's 
spokesman said, after Shamir met with U.N. Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar, that Israel feared such a 
conference would turn into an anti-Israeli tirade. Israel feels it 
has suffered only abuse at the hands of the General Assembly, 
the Security Council and the United Nations' specialised age- 
ncies. 

Never mind, for the moment, that Israel claims its legal 
legitimacy stems from the United Nations General Assembly’s 
vote Tor the partition of Palestine in 1947, designed to create 
Arab and Jewish states. Israel likes the U.N. when the U.N. 
serves its needs, but rejects it when it finds the U.N. becoming 
too critical of Israel. So much for the moral basis of one's 
statehood. 

The Arab proposal for an international peace conference 
under United Nations auspices is not designed to provide the 
world with another forum to criticise Israeli actions. We have 
enough such fora already, and in any case, verbal abuse of 
Israel may be good for the soul but It has not changed a single 
fact on the ground since Vloses produced his stone tablets. 

The United Nations conference is suggested as a peace con- 
ference, a mechanism to negotiate the terms of coexistence and 
the modalities of implementing them. Israeli minds prefer to 
ignore this fact. The Arabs are proposing to negotiate peace, 
normalcy and tranquility in the Holy Land. We propose the 
United Nations as a logical forum because it includes all the 
superpowers, and enjoys a certain institutional neutrality, 
even sterility, that is a vital ingredient in any such effort. The 
United States has tried to play the role of the mediator, but has, 
unfortunately, failed. The Russians and the Europeans lack 
either the bravado or the muscle to make a similar attempt. Sri 
Lanka seems to have disqualified itself, as have Costa Rica and 
El Salvador. So to whom does one turn when one is feverishly 
seeking a mediator? 

Does Israel object to the U.N. because it really fears being 
abused, or does it. rather, reject the idea of a comprehensive 
negotiation because it would prefer to deal with the Arab states 
one-by-one. thereby ignoring the Palestinians and the PLO?

Sri Lankan tea may be sweet, but

THE SRI LANKAN decision 
to allow Israel to open an “int- 
erests section" office in Col- 
ombo. a move re-affirmed by 
President Junius Jayewardene 
last week, is bound to have a 
much stronger impact on the 
Indian Ocean island 1 s relations 
with the Arab World than it 
might have bargained for. pol- 
itical observers and diplomats 
say. 

Colombo, which broke off 
diplomatic relations wilh Israel 
in 1969 under the then gov- 
ernment of Prime Vlinister Sir- 
imao Bandaranaike. has def- 
ended its latest decision to 
re-establish some kind of rel- 
ations with the Jewish state as 
neither a signal of an eventual 
resumption of diplomatic tics 
nor a reflection of any change 
in Sri Lanka 's support for 
Arab causes. 

“Arabs may have a “special 
taste' for Sri Lankan tea. but 
Colombo has yet to taste Arab 
anger and wrath." says a pol- 
itical observer in Amman, ref- 
erring to statements by official 
Sri Lankan spokesmen who 
were quoted by Reuter last 
week as saying Colombo's 
move towards Israel would not 
affect the market for the isl- 
and* s main product in the Arab 
World. 

In an attempt to allay opp- 
osition fears over the country's 


tea exports to the Arabs, the-' 
spokesmen said that “since the 
Arabs/have acquired a ‘special 
taste’ for Sri Lankan tea, they 
would ensure that the supplies 
arc not disrupted." 

The Sri Lankan government 
contends that the opening of 
the Israeli “interests section ” 
which will be housed within the 
premises of the American dip- 
lomatic mission in Colombo, is 
aimed at allowing the Jewish 
state to maintain a “limited 
presence” of members of its 
ill-famous secret service. Mos- 
sad, to help the country’s sec- 
urity forces fight Tamil sep- 
aratist guerrillas waging a vio- 
lent campaign for a separate 
homeland in the northern reg- 
ions of the island. 

Mossad, which has acquired 
an ill-savoury reputation for its 
assassinations and attempts 
against the lives of prominent 
Palestinian leaders living in the 
Israeli-occupied Arab ter- 
ritories and abroad. “is the best 
in the business.” a Sri Lankan 
official claimed last week. 

Apparently. Colombo's “re- 
quest for Israeli expertise and 
consultancy services” to fight 
the rebels is based on its con- 
tention that Vtossad-trained 
Sri Lankan security forces 
would be able to fight off suc- 
cessfully the guerrillas, who. 
official circles in the Sri Lan- 


kan capital say unofficially, 
are getting training and wea- 
pons from the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 
The PLO, which maintains an 
office in Colombo, has denied 
the charges and says, although 
it supports the cause of the 
Tamil “liberation struggle," 
the organisation does not pro- 
vide training or weapons to the 
guerrillas. 

The PLO representative in 
Colombo said last month that 
he has protested against the Sri 
Lankan decision. The acc- 
usations against the PLO were 
also denied by a hardline wing 
of the organisation. “We do 
support and receive support 
from many progressive and 
nationalist forces because we 
believe that our struggle is a 
joint one against imperialism.” 
said Bassem Abu Sharif, spo- 
kesman for the Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP). 

“We support the Sri Lankan 
(Tamil) revolutionary forces.” 
said the spokesman for the 
PFLP. which is known for its 
radicalism and leftist views. 
“But we do not provide tra- 
ining or weapons to them.” he 
told the Jordan Times recently. 
“They are capable of Fighting 
for themselves and do not need 


our training or arms.” 

The fact that the PLO sup- 
ports the Tamil “liberation' 1 
movement “does not justify 
the Sri Lankan invitation to the 
Israelis.” the Damascus-based 
PFLP official said, and accused 
Colombo of being “allied with 
imperialism and Zionism.” 

However, defending his dec- 
ision to “seek Israeli help" to 
fight ihe rebels. President Jay- 
ewardene said last week it did 
not reflect any change in Sri 
Lanka's support for Arab cau- 
ses. 

Sri Lanka, which has tra- 
ditionally strong trade and bil- 
ateral relations with the Arab 
countries, severed its relations 
with Israel 14 years ago under 
the Bandaranaike government 
in protest against the Jewish 
state’s occupation of Arab ter- 
ritories and called for its wit- 
hdrawal from the occupied 
lands. The government of Mr. 
Jayewardene. which assumed 
power in 1977. has officially 
followed the same policy. 

“In the light of the strong 
and cordial relations Sri Lanka 
enjoys with the Arab countries 
it is surprising that a seasoned 
politician like Jayewardene has 
taken a step towards re- 
establishing some kind of rel- 
ations wilh Israel, however ins- 


ignificant it may seem.” obs- 
erves a senior Asian diplomat 
in Amman. 

“Obviously there has been a 
lot of behind-the-scene del- 
iberations over the move with 
strong U.S. involvement.” the 
diplomat, who preferred to 
remain anonymous, told the 
Jordan Times. He also pointed 
out i hat the move followed the 
kidnapping and release after 
five days in captivity of an 
American couple by the Tamils 
in the northern pan of Sri 
Lanka. 

“Of course it is perfectly 
normal to have any country set 
up an interests section in any 
capital in the absence of dip- 
lomatic relations,” the dip- 
lomat said.“and it is illogical to 
argue that there is something 
sinister about it.” 

“It is the Sri Lankan con- 
tention that puts the whole pic- 
ture in a different perspective 
the diplomat asserted. “Sri 
Lankan security forces could 
get top-level training in the 
U.S.. Britain or West Germany 
and still be most effective in 
anti-guerrilla tactics, but to say 
that they need direct help from 
Mossad is a different matter 
altogether.” 

Mr. Jayewardene has con- 
firmed that the move has “dis- 
pleased” the Arab countries. 
However, he said, “it is a dec- 
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ision that cannot be changed. [ 
during a meeting of the ruling 
party’s executive committee 
which followed widespread 
protests in the country by Mus- 

lims opposed to the decision. A 

number of people have been 
wounded in the protests which 
followed calls from the cou- 
ntry’s Islamic leaders, who also 
urged Muslim ministers in the « r 
cabinet to resign if Colombo 
goes ahead with the move. 

Earlier Jordan sent a protest : 

note to Colombo urging the Sri 
Lankan government to rec- 
onsider the decision. The mes- 
sage was in reply to an official 
Sri Lankan notification of its 
move to allow Israel to open 
the “interests section” which * 
was sent to ail Arab capitals. 

The Jordanian message imp- 
lied that Sri Lanka’s relations 
with the Arab World could suf- 

fer it Colombo went ahead with 
the decision. 

Libya has vehemently cri- 
ticised the Sri Lankan move ' 

and indirectly threatened to \ 

sever its relations with Col- ^ 

ombo. -

1976 events may repeat all over again in S. Africa

JOHANNESBURG. South Afr- 
ica — A placard at a university 
protest last month supporting 
black student boycotters posed a 
worrying question for South Afr- 
icans: “1984 — another 1976?" 

As the June 16 anniversary of 
the start of bloody 1976 riots app- 
roaches. the nation's black schools 
arc once again facing sporadic but 
persistent boycotts and protests 
against segregated black edu- 
cation. 

Jennifer Shindler. education 
researcher for the Institute of 
Race Relations, said about 10.000 
have taken pan in scattered boy- 
cotts around the country this year, 
the most widespread since 1980- 
81 when about 60.000 youths, 
mostly coloured (mixed-race) 
students, boycotted classes. 

Various issues ignited the rec- 
ent boycotts but Ms. Shindler said 
a common thread is “complete 
dissatisfaction and frustration" 
with a school system that blacks 
consider inferior, designed to give 
them only enough training to lab- 
our for the white-run economy. 

The protester's placard asked 
whether the unrest will catch tire 
again as in 1976. That year stu- 
dent riots began in Soweto. Joh- 
annesburg's mammoth black tow- 


nship. and violence flared across 
the country for months. The gov- 
ernment said 575 people died. 
Newspaper estimates put the 
death toll at more than 700. 

■■We are faced with a dis- 
contented community.” said Tom 
Manthata. a former teacher w’ho 
was dismissed from his Soweto 
school in 1973 and now works for 
the South African Council of 
Churchs. 

“It would be naive to say June 
16 will recur in a month or two 
months or two years or five 
years.” he added. “But all the 
elements that led to June 1 976 arc 
still there.” 

In May. the white-minority 
government shut down six high 
schools, in Pretoria's Att- 
eridgevillc and Saulsville tow- 
nships after months of student 
boycotts and clashes with police. 
More than 6.000 students were 
turned out for the rest of the cal- 
endar year. A 1 4-year-old school 
girl.^lie.d, after she was run oveyjby 
a police vehicle in February' at a 
protest outside on3 n of the 'boy- 
cotting schools, and thousands 
turned nut for her funeral. 

Two high schools and six pri- 
mary schools are shut by boycotts 
in Craddock, an eastern Cape 
province community. Two black 
teachers' colleges have also been 
boycotted. 


Unrest has emerged at seg- 
regated black universities as well. 
The university of Transkei was 
shut down for six weeks until 
mid-July after clashes on campus. 
Police arrested and later released 
1 37 students, suspended 14 others 
and "deported” five lecturers 
from Transkei. one of four black 
homelands declared independent 
by South Africa but not rec- 
ognised abroad. 

Black students also have staged 
protests and strikes at the Uni- 
versity of Cape Town, the Llni- 
versity of the Western Cape, the 
University of the North. Fort Hare 
University and the University of 
the Witwatersrand. 

The issues at high schools inc- 
lude demands for elected student 
councils, the availability of tex- 
tbooks and alleged excessive cor- 
poral punishment. Underlying ail 
the disputes. Mr. Manlhata said, 
“is the system itself. The system is 
unacceptable regardless of wha- 
tever innovations, whatever [thpy 
try' to Jo to humanise it. It is just 
not possible to humanise il" 

Unequal spending on education 
is a major source of discontent. 

The government spends 1.385 
rand ($1,108) per white pupil a 
year. 87 1 rand ($696) per pupil in 
the separate Asian schools and 
593 rand ($474) per coloured 
pupil. 


For blacks, the fourth and low- 
est rung on the ladder, spending is 
195 rand ($156) per pupil, acc- 
ording to government figures. 

The ratio of students to teachers' 
for 1983 was l-l 8.2 for the nearly 
one million white students. 1-23.6 
for the 250.000 Asians. I -26.7 for 
the 775.000 coloreds and 1-42.7 
for 5.6 million blacks. 

Job Schoeman. chief public aff- 
airs officer for the Department of 
Education and Training, said sev- 
eral factors exacerbate the dis- 
crepancies. 

Eighty per cent of the budget 
goes to salaries, he said, and white 
teachers are generally better tra- 
ined and have more experience, 
putting them in higher pay bra- 
ckets. Further, the percentage of 
blacks in more costly high schools 
is much lower than for whites, he 
said. 

Also, the explosion in the num- 
ber of black pupils from 3.3 mil- 
lion to 5.6 million in the decade 
since 1973 created a serious sho- 
rtage of black teachers! 'The num- 
ber of teachers rose from 58.0 1 1 
years ago — when the student- 
teacher ratio was 57-1 — to 
1 30.000 this year. 

Some 78 per cent of black tea- 
chers still are “underqualified.” 
with less than the required sta- 
ndard 10 (high school) diplomacy 
and three years of teacher tra- 


ining. Mr. Schoeman added. Half 
the black teachers are under 30. 
and critics like Mr. Manthaia say 
many are servile and unmotivated. 

Black despair at the low pass 
rate for high school students fue- 
led the protests this year. Ms. Shi- 
ndler said, and “made (black) stu- 
dents feel very demoralised, very 
frustrated.” 

For 1983. 48.33 per cent of 
black youths passed the mat- 
riculation test and earned a high 
school diploma, compared with 95 
per cent of white students. 

A number of boycotts began 
because blacks who had failed the 
tests were barred from re- 
enrolling in January because they 
were over the age of 20. The age 
limit, imposed after the Soweto 
riots, has been a constant source of 
tension. 


ulting low morale in black schools 
prompted fresh demands for abo- 
lishing the separate education 
departments for each race group, 
as suggested by a government- 
appointed commission last year 
after a two-year study. 

The National Party gov- 
ernment. which segregated all 
schools in 1 955 as part of its Apa- 
rtheid (separate development) 
system, rejected the idea. 

Gerrii Viljoen. minister of hig- 
her education. told parliament this 
month that segregated education 

was a non-ncgoiiable cornerstone 
of the party's policy. 

Although Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha has pushed through a new 
constitution giving limited rights 
to Asians and coloureds, the new 
system maintains segregated sch-

estinians. On April 1 4. 1983. 
the New York Times noted 
that according to Israeli radio, 
television and newspapers. Isr- 
ael's outgoing army chief of 
staff had said: "When we have 
settled (the West Bank) all the 
Arabs will be able to do about 
it will be scurry around like 
drugged roaches in a bottle.” 
An official of the Jewish Age- 
ncy wrote that settlements 
must first be made “between 
and around concentrations of 
Arab population in order to 
minimise the danger of the cre- 
ation of another Arab state in 
these territories. By cutting the 
Arab population from each 
other by Jewish settlements, it 
will be difficult for them to cre- 
ate political and territorial 
unity. There should he no 
doubt about our intentions to 
hold on forever to Judea and 
Samaria.” 

Israel has done its best to 
eliminate any independent 
Arab leadership on the West 
Bank. It has removed dem- 
ocratically elected officials and 
in their place created village 
leagues. Writing in the New 
York Times. Anthony Lewis 
repons that the leagues are fin- 
anced. armed, and placed in 
control ol village needs. The 
Jerusalem Posi called leaders 
of the village leagues "some of 
the most discredited persons in 
the West Bank community.” 
The Christian Mayor of Bet-/ 
hlehem. Elias Fret j. who is con- 
sidered a moderate, said that 
the Israelis "want to silence all 
the authentic leadership. They 
want to promote their puppets 
and collaborators.” 

Writing in the Israeli new-

spaper Ha'aretz (February IS. 
1981). Yehuda Litani states 
that the Israeli government is 
attempting to discredit rem- 
nants of Palestinian ind- 
ependence with cliches: "The 
Arab university in Bir Zeit ('a 
hotbed of nationalism'), an 
independent Arab press (' inc- 
itement to rebellion'), and. of 
course, all independent Arab 
leaders and mayors {‘PLO 
agents').” 

The mistreatment of West 
Bank residents is. by now. abu- 
ndantly clear. In February 
1981. the Israeli League for 
Human and Civil Rights issued 
a report on the treatment of 
Arabs on the West Bank using 
information that caine from 
Israeli army reservists who 
were troubled by what they had 
experienced. One reservist 
reported that when his unit arr- 
ived in Hebron they were given 
an orientation session tin the 
Arabs. They were instructed 
that Arabs “are not (ike human 
beings” and should be treated 
like animals." The lecturers 
emphasized that Arabs learn 
from "exercise of authority” as 
well as from humiliation and 
that they “want to be beaten.” 
Instructions were that “when 
searching inside houses, the 
father should be beaten in Iron! 
of the family, mainly in front of 
the children" and that “beating 
Ihe mother is not ihe same 
'thing.” The reservist said that 
they were also told. “ If there is 
any resistance, then we should 
break all the bones of the fat- 
her and the older sons, but if 
there is no resistance and esp- 
ecially il the lather begs us for 
mercy in front of his children, 
then he should be slapped in 
the face once or twice, but 
some minimal beating there 
must be." 

A second reservist said that a 
member of the extreme Gush 
Emunim had lectured his unit. 
The man told them that the 
Arabs must be driven our of the 
land, which was given in the 
Jews by God on the condition 


that they live in it alone, wit- 
hout gentiles. Another mem- 
ber of Gush Emunim said. 
“Don't fear that what you have 
done you have done to human 
beings ... you didn't beat or 
humiliate Jews, and that's what 
counts.” 

There has been an outcry on 
the pan of many Israelis aga- 
inst their country's violation of 
the Camp David accords and 
(he inhumane treatment of res- 
idents ot the West Bank. Wri- 
ting in the Jerusalem Post 
(Sept. 13-19. 1981. Inti. Ed.). 
Professor Yeshayahu Lci- 
buwiiz. an Israeli scholar, sta- 
ted: "The people have been 
thoroughly corrupted by fou- 
rteen years of patriotism, nat- 
ionalism. chauvinism and exp- 
ansionism ... Israel must be 
‘liberated" from the occupied 
territories — or it will perish.” 

Arab Press Censored 

Freedom of speech in Israel 
is only lor Jews. The Arab 
press is totally — and carefully 
— censored. Akram Haniyye. 
editor of the East Jerusalem 
daily newspaper Al Sha' ab. sta- 
tes: "The Israeli power to cen- 
sor. without giving us an exp- 
lanation. is based primarily on 
the Emergency Defence Laws 
issued by the British mandate 
authorities in Palestine in 
1 945. Back then, when the Bri- 
tish used it against ihe Jews, 
vfenachcm Begin called it fas- 
cism ... We must follow the dir- 
ective from the chief censor 
which warns that ‘anything 
which can see the sun must be 
sent to him. This includes car- 
toons. sports and adv- 
ertisements. We begin io put 
the paper together at 7:00 
p.m.. sending two copies of 
each article with our driver to 
the government press center to 
be checked ... This cominues 
throughout the evening, until 


about midnight... We lose our 
credibility among our people. 
We're not allowed to show a 
blank space where ihe censor 
has cut. so we must fill it with 
trivial news like whether or not 
Lady Diana is pregnant. The 
Mosque of Aqsa is just 5(H) 
metres from our office, but we 
can’t report on a dem- 
onstration there." 

Comparing the press sit- 
uation in the occupied ter- 
ritories with that in other Arab 
countries. Mr. Haniyye dec- 
lared: “The Arab world press 
never claimed to be free. It is 
no secret that the Syrian. Iraqi 
and Algerian papers arc all 
government-owned. Israel, on 
the other hand, claims to have a 
free press. Bui in Israel, dem- 
ocracy stops at the Green line.” 

A report issued in December 
I9N3 by the Fund for Free 
Expression, a New York-based 
affiliate of the Helsinki Watch 
and America's Watch, groups 
which monitor civil liberties, 
said that it had found "per- 
vasive” censorship of Arab 
publications in the West Bank. 
The author of (he report is Dr. 
Meron Benvenisti. a former 
Deputy Mayor of Jerusalem 
and an activist in the Israeli * 
peace movement. He states 
that Israeli censors do not mer- 
ely suppress "supposed nat- 
ional security secrets" but "ihe 
primary concern is io eradicate 
expression that could foster 
Palestinian nationalist feelings 
or suggest ions that Palestinians 
arc a nation wilh a national her- 
itage.” Israel's current go\- 
ommeni does not hesitate to 
proclaim in the world that it 
has no intention of fulfilling Ihe 
commitments entered into at 
Camp David with regard to 
Palestinian autonomy. Spe- 
aking to a visiting Moral Maj- 
ority group from the U.S. in 
November 1983 in Jerusalem. 
Israeli Defence Vlinister 
Moshc Arens stated that

“Judea and Samaria, which are 
the heartland of Israel, are 
necessary for the security and 
safely of Israel. And so to all 
those, even friends, who give us 
this gratuitous advice to con- 
cede. to give in. to leave these 
areas, we ha\ c no choice but to 
say. thank you. but no thank 
you." 

Although the Reagan Adm- 
inistration has said that the 
U.S. considers (he settlements 
an obstacle to peace and has 
called upon Israel to put a fre- 
eze on new ones. Israel’s only 
response has been to continue 
the process of occupying the 
very area it agreed at Camp 
David to provide with “aut- 
onomy.’' U.S. aid to Israel, 
which is in excess of $2 J bil- 
lion a year, provides Israel with 
the ability to spend some S40t> 
million of its own funds ann- 
ually on the settlements. 

Those in the U.S. w ho speak 
of Israel as the "only dem- 
ocracy" in the Middle hast 
ignore the fact that West Bank 
Palestinians are forbidden to 
organise political parties or 
conduct political meetings. The 
occupation authorities have 
banned some I20IJ books. 
Anyone caught with an oil- 
ending volume is subject to a 
jail sentence. Mayor of Bet- 
hlehem Elias Freiy charges that 
Israeli authorities have del- 
iberately chocked off economic 
development in towns such as 
his so that more and more Pal- 
estinians will emigrate. Mil- 
itary authorities can restrict the 
freedom of movement ol any 
person without charges or trial 
and for an indefinite period of 
time. This is known as "town 
arrest”. Amnesty International 
reported in 1983 that from 
1980-82 no less than 107 
“town arrests” were ordered 
by the occupation authorities. 

In January. 1984. the Kne- 
sset approved the extension of 
the “emergency regulations” 
m the occupied territories. At 
the same lime, it authorised the 
Israeli minister of Justice to

The power of word and images 


Bom into a large family, Ten- 
nyson grew up in Somersby, 
Lincolnshire, where his father 
was a rector. Most of his early 
education was received directly 
from his scholarly father, who 
recognised and encouraged the 
boy's literary gift. 

Alfred and his brother Cha- 
rles wrote and published a vol- 
ume. Poems of Two Brothers, 
tbe year before they entered 
Cambridge together. 

In college the shy. reserved 
Alfred found a close friend in 
brilliant vivacious An her Hal- 
lam. thought to be the most 
promising youth of the class. A 
few years after leaving college 
Hal lam died suddenly. 

Tennyson was stunned by 
the cruel fate that had taken 
one so young, so talented and 
so beloved; and in his sorrow, 
he began to have personal and 
religious doubts. 

Id a series of poems which, 
during seventeen years, rec- 
orded the stages of his grief, 
doubt and resignation Ten- 
nyson wrote his masterpiece, 
published in 1 850 as In Mem- 

oriam. 

The immediate success of 
this work and his award of a 
pension and appointment as 
poet laureate in the same year 
made it financially possible for 
Tennyson to marry a woman to 
whom he had been engaged 
fourteen years earlier. 

Afterwards, his long poems, 
like The Idylls of the King, 
were eagerly awaited. 

Assured financially, Ten- 
nyson and his wife occupied 
successively two beautiful 
homes — one on the Isle of 
Wight, the other in Surrey. 
Tennyson lived almost in sec- 
lusion. Even as an old man he 


was a striking figure - “a great 
black, shaggy man” — who' 
looked the part of a poet. 

In his boyhood Tennyson 
was fascinated by the stories of 
King Arthur's knights, and it 
was natural of him to turn to. 
them later as subjects for poe- 
fry- 

The twelve metrical tales inc- 
luded in The Idylls of the King 
were composed over a period 
of twenty-six years (1859- 
1885). But long before that 
time the poet had written this 
legend of the Lady of Shalott 
(1832). 

The melodious and magic 
quality of this version if often 
preferred to the more ela- 
borate story of Elaine and Lan- 
celot, one of the knights of the 
Round Table, in the Idylls. 

Tennyson explained the 
symbolism of the Lady thus: 

“The newborn love for som- 
ething, for someone In tbe wide 
world from which she has been 
so long excluded takes her out 
of the region of shadows into 
that of realities.” 

The Lady of Shalott then is a 
symbol of someone who had 
experienced life indirectly 
only.

In Part III of the poem there 
is a fine example of Tennyson’s 
skill in using words to produce 
a direct effect. 

Sir Lancelot is the center of 
the picture- As in an actual pai- 
nting, the central figure holds 
our eye by the intensity of light 
that is concentrated upon it. 
Tenon son uses two kinds of 
words. There are tbe direct 
words full of the vitality of 
light: Dazzling, flamed, spa- 
rkled. glittered, shone, burned, 
burning, flame, glowed, fla- 
shed — ten within the space of 
thirty lines. 

Then there are the indirect 
words which add to to the eff- 
ect because our experience 
tells us what sunlight does to 
certain colours, metals, and 
jewels. So we find the colours 
red, yellow, golden, blue, pur- 
ple with a dash of coal-black 
for contrast. The reflecting sur- 
faces are seen in brazen gre- 


aves, geraray bridle, blazoned 
baldric, silver bugle, thicke- 
j ewe led saddle leather.

Hopes dim for 
tunnel to link 
France, Britain

LONDON — After 182 
years, there is still no light at the 
end of the chunncl. 

The project is one of Europe's 
grandest unfulfilled engineering 
dreams — a tunnel running for 37 
kilometres under the channel to 
link Britain and France. 

Stoned and abandoned twice, in 
lfitfl and 1974. it appeared to be 
back in business earlier this year 
when five major British con- 
struction companies joined forces 
to campaign and bid for it. 

But a new financial study and a 
British government refusal io 
have anything to do with it have 
made the project appear once 
more to be a non-starter. 

The chunnel. as its advocates 
call it. may have priced itself out of 
the market. 

The two-year study by live Bri- 
tish and French banks of various 
schemes for a fixed link between 
Britain and France was the most 
comprehensive ever undertaken. 

The banks concluded that the 
risk of the venture was greater 
than the financial markets would 
be willing to bear alone and that 
any scheme would therefore req- 
uire government guramces. 

The French might consider pro- 
viding some guarantees. but Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher's 
government, while giving political 
support to the project, rejected 
such an idea. 

"Any project would have to be' 
financed entirely without the ass- 
istance of public funds and wit- 
hout commercial guarantees by 
the government.” it declared. 

The bankers looked at six pos- 
sible tunnel, bridge or composite 
links, costing from £1.1 to £6.1 
billion ($1.5 to $8.5 billion) for 


construction atone. 

Paid entirely by hank loans, the 
total cost including interest pay- 
ments would be between £7.4 and 
£54 billion (S10 and $76 billion). 

The link favoured by the hank* 
was a twin-bore rail tunnel costing 
£2 billion ($2.8 billion) to build, 
or £7.5 billion (SI 0.5 billion) on 
1 00-per-ccnt debt finance. 

The amounts required were 
“not simply without precedent 
but touching the limits of market 
acceptability.” the bankers said. 

"No bank in the world would 
find it acceptable." saiJ Mr. Geo- 
rge Barren. of Britain's Midland 
Bank, one of the five involved. 

"It is not only the size of the sum 
needed, but the extremely long 
period before lenders would get 
their money back.” he added. 

The rail tunnel would not be fin- 
ished until l if work began this 

year. The banks insist that gov- 
ernment guarantees are needed in 
case the project were abandoned 
for political reasons or the money 
ran out before construction were 
completed. 

The British and the French have 
been planning a channel tunnel 
since 1 802. when French engineer 
Albert Mathieu designed lor 
Napoleon a candlelit tunnel for 
horse-draw n carriages. 

The 1881 tunnel ran for two 
kilometres before boring w as aba- 
ndoned. Drilling had begun again 
in 1474 when a new British gov- 
ernment decided costs were get- 
ting out of hand and renounced a 
treaty with the French to build a 
tunnel. 

Many other plans Have died at 
the drawing board because oi Bri- 
tain's recurrent (ear of losing its 
island security.

Australians battle mouse plague

SYDNEY — Australian far- 
mers arc fighting a plague of mice 
which are ravaging crops and inv- 
ading homes. 

The mice are chewing their way 
across tracts of three states in ‘a 
population explosion created by 
big crops after one of the worst 
droughts this century. 

Some farmers in a cereal- 
growing belt of South Australia 
are each poisoning up to 1 5.000 
mice a night, scooping up the dead 
with bulldozers and burying them 
in deep pits, say pest control off- 
icers. 

The infestation has got so bad in 
the state of Victoria that Agr- 
iculture Minister Eric Kent has 
issued a directive telling the public 
how to tackle mice. 

In New South Wales, mice are 


When food is plentiful as now, 
a female can produce a litter of six 
every three weeks- during a lif- 
espan of about a year. 

That adds up to mice by the mil- 
lion. Officials have been mon- 
itoring the buDd-up since the dro- 
ught first broke 15 months ago 
and produced a record 21 million 
tonne wheat crop. 

“You just couldn’t estimate 
how many mice are out there,” 
said Mr. Don Oakley, a pest con- 
trol officer near the town of Ced- 
una in South Austrlia. 

Mr. Oakley has a chart plotting 
population growth from when 
mice began nibbling voraciously 
.into bulging grainstores and fresh 
fields of vegetables. 

He has been setting 1 20 traps a 
month containing bread laced 
with peanut paste. Last November 
only 12 mice were caught. In 
March the total was 73 and in May 


high-value crops such as veg- 
etables and grapes, say agr- 
onomists. 

Poisoning and trapping of the 
seething brown armies is only a 
containing action and country dis- 
tricts are fuU of mouse stories. 

. Mice are viewed as a hazard at 
.some rural airports in New South 
Wales, with pilots worried'"lhat 
aircraft tyres might skid on mice 
massed on runways. 

There are stories of mice str- 
ipping parked trucks of their uph- 
olstery, tyres, wiring and rubber 
hoses, leaving the vehicles virtual 
shells. 

Designs for new mousetraps are 
springing up. 

One has a narrow board with an 
end propped up over a bucket of 
water. The mice run up the board 
to bait tied to a cotton reel which 
spins freely on a piece of wire att- 
ached to the board. Stepping onto

Mathematics may soon offer 
solution to human behaviour

MIAMI — The day may not be far 
off when couples contemplating 
marriage will be able to get a com- 
puter prediction on whether they 
are headed for wedded bliss or the 
divorce court. 

Two University of Miami res- 
earchers say they have developed 
a programme that can predict acc- 
urately even the style and pattern 
of a couple’s quarrels and the 
amount of strife they wiH endure if 
they marry. 

Dr. Henry Kunce and Dr. Ber- 
nard Howard have been working 
on mathematicaDy-based pro- 
grammes for simulating human 
behaviour since the early 1970s. 

“If an architect builds a model 
of a house before constructing the 
house itself, why shouldn’t we 
build a model of a social rel- 
ationship before people enter into 
it?" Dr. Kunce told Reuters. 

He said that the most significant 
problems of the world involve 
human relations, while' the most 
powerful problem-solving tools 
are in the realm of physical sci- 
ences. 

Dr. Howard and Dr. Kunce 
want to bring the tools and tec- 


hniques of the physical sciences to 
bear on the problems of the social 
sciences. 

"I think it’s the kind of thing 
that jolts' people at first," Dr.. 
Kunce said. *‘I know I feel unc- 
omfortable with it 

The idea of control of human 
interaction and behaviour — I was 
quite repeQed." 

While he was concerned about 
the possibilities of totalitarian use 
of such programmes, he said he 
now thinks about the idea of" con- 
trol” in a positive way. "a way to 
enhance freedom ... by having 
enough knowledge to know how 
to control and when," 

Despite the complexity of 
human motivation, the res- 
earchers say social interactions are 
determined by three main factors: 
How you tend to react to things, 
your mood and the input you get, 
such as whether someone com- 
pliments or criticises you. 

And, say the researchers, if a 
subject truthfully fills out a short 
questionnaire on specific rea- 
ctions to given situations, the 
computer will give an accurate 
behavioural prediction. To do so, 
it must sort through 65,536 pos- 
sible combinations of the three 
factors. 


Add a second person with his or 
her 65.536 slates and then add the 
possible interconnections bet- 
ween the two people, and you get 
4.29 billion possible combinations 
of interactions between them. 

Tie in a third person and the 
number of possibilities rises so 
high thaf’there is not even a name 
for the number." said Dr. Kunce. 

“I think of it as like musical 
notes,” he said. "There aren’t that 
many of them, but there is a tre- 
mendous variety in types of 
music." 

The two scientists have tried 
their programme on so many sub- 
jects over the years that they have 
lost track of the number. 

As an example of how the pro- 
gramme works. Dr. Kunce des- 
cribed one couple. 

The man smiles on the outside, 
but is easily saddened on the ins- 
ide. The woman, on the other 
hand, so enjoys presenting a sour 
face to the world that it makes her 
happy on the inside. 

When the computer ran sim- 
ulation of their relationship, it 
turned out that whenever the 
woman was in a bad mood the man 
was always sad. even if he came 
home happy and she started out 
acting happy. 


"You might counsel them that 
some situations arc good for 
them, and some they might best 
try to avoid." Dr. Kunce said. "Or 
you might counsel the man to back 
out to the bar until the woman’s 
out of that mood.” 

Dr. Howard says the system is 
far from perfect in that there is no 
mathematical formulation that 
can describe such factors as int- 
egrity or the extent to which one 
reacts to peer pressure. 

Both men expressed some dou- 
bts about the uses to which their 
work could be put. 

Dr. Howard did not want to see 
"charlatans ruining a valuable 
research tool by using it as a com- 
mercial ‘dating game'." 

Dr. Kunce expressed the same 
thought differently. 

"I have a feeling that people 
with a high ethical sense often 
don’t want to be involved with 
things that appear to limli man’s 
freedom, while the unprincipled 
would welcome such an opp- 
ortunity." 

Whatever ihcir reservations, 
however, both agreed that it was 
the scientist's obligation to pursue 
the truth while trying to influence 
how it was used.

PARIS (R) — France beat Denmark 1-0 in the ope- 
ning game of the European Soccer Championship 
i finals here Tuesday night but the match was marred 
when little Danish star Allan Simonsen was carried 
off with a broken leg.

Michel Platini scored the win* 

ner 13 minutes from the final whi- 
stle but The moment which scarred 
the match irrevocably came two 
minutes before halftime when* 
Simonsen went down after a tac-. 
kle by huge central defender Yvon 
le Roux. He fell clutching his left 
leg and was soon on his way to 
hospital. 

French defender Manuel Amo- 
ros also failed to finish the mateh. 
He was ordered off three minutes 
from the end for butting Danish 
substitute Jesper Olsen. 

Simonsen. 31. European Foo- 
tballer of the Year in 1977. held 
his head in his hands in anguish as 
he was carried to the touchlinc 
where team doctors diagnosed a 
fractured left tibia. 

It was a cruel blow for Sim- 
on sen. who once graced Borussia 
Moenchengladbach in West Ger- 
many and Barcelona in- Spain. He 
had come to France hoping to 
crown his career after scoring in 
the crucial qualifying match aga- 
inst England but his 48th app- 
earance for his country ended in 
heartbreak. 

Platini, the current European 
Footballer of the Year, gave 
French fans in the Parc des Princes 
stadium the win they craved, fin- 


ishing off an exhilarating attack, 
inspired by his midfield partner 
Alain Giresse. 

Giresse. tireless in prompting 
his attack, wriggled through the 
defence and passed to striker Ber- 
nard Lacombc. whose shot was 
deflected out only for Platini to 
put it past Danish goalkeeper Ole 
Ovist. 

Platini charged over to the cor- 
ner of the pitch to receive the acc- 
laim of the fans, pursued by his 
delighted team-mates. The goal 
was his 27th in internationals, 
equalling the French record set by 
the great Just Fontaine. 

But the match possessed few 
happy moments and ended on a 
particularly sour note as Amoros. 
in irate retaliation, butted Olsen. 


West German referee Volkcr 
Roth reached for his red card as 
players scuffled, and ordered the 
full-back off. 

It was the last in a glut of fouls 
and misdemeanours on a night 
-which had promised so much 
when 200 schoolboys, kitted out 
in the colours of the eight par- 
ticipating nations, kicked 9.000 
plastic footballs into the crowd to 
set the two-week, eight-nation 
tournament in motion. 

France* imposed most of the 
early pressure in the Group One 
match with Giresse and tigrish 
Jean Tigana at the heart of many 
of their belter moves.

Lloyd in 63 minutes of sublime 
tennis. 

Ironically, with nine victories in 
the four major events. Navratilova 
still stands behind Lloyd in the 
Grand Slam titles list headed by 
Court with 24, Wills Moody (19). 
Lloyd (15). Lenglen and Billie 
Jean King (12). 

But at the age of 27. lime is on 
Navratilova’s side and few would 
bet against her winning another 
Grant Slam in the coming year. 

She has lost just five matches 
since the start of 1982. during 
which time she has amassed 204 
victories, and only American 
Kathy Horvaih and Czechoslovak 
Hana Mandlikova have beaten 
her in the past 1 2 months. 

Such is her domination of the 
women's game that Navratilova 
conceded a mere 30 games in her 
seven matches at Roland Garros 
and only Mandlikova — the one 
player seemingly capable of giving 
her a match — managed to take a 
set off the champion. 


Possibly because of her success, 
and her colourful private life. 
Navratilova has never found uni- 
versal popularity and many cri- 
ticise her for playing like a man. 

Mandlikova inadvertantly fue- 
lled those notions when she said 
after her semifinal defeat: “It’s 
difficult to play against a man ... I 


mean Martina. She scares ynu 
with i hose big muscles of hers." 

But before Lloyd. Tracy Austin 
and Andrea Jaeger retreated to 
the baseline, the great women pla- 
yers of the past — Wills Moody 
apart — favoured Navratilova's 
exciting all-court game and it 
seems unjust to criticise a spo- 
rtswoman for her athleticism. 

Navratilova burst on the scene 
in 1 974 and the following year she 
was ranked third in the world, a 
position she held throughout the 
next 24 months. 

Bui for a longtime it was felt she 
would never achieve Lhc major 
breakthrough for which she yea- 
rned. After moving to the U.S. in 
1 975, she almost fell victim to her 
new-found freedom and wealth 
and her compulsive desire to con- 
sume vast quantities of fast-food. 

Then at the age of 21 — and in 
her 16th major championship — 
she lifted the 1978 Wimbledon 
title, the first of four, and has since 
added the U.S. (1983), Australia. 
(1981. 1983) and the French 
(1982. 1984). 

In terms of hard cash, she has 
now banked over $7.5 million 
from her on-court earnings alone 
and a string of lucrative spo- 
nsorship deals makes her one of 
the richest athletes — male or 
female — in sport. 

Asked what is left. Navratilova 
replied ominously: “Two suc- 
cessive Grand Slams.” 


Jaegfer pulls out of Wimbledon 
because of shoulder injury 


LONDON (R) — American ten- 
nis prodigy Andrea Jaeger. Wim- 
bledon runner-up last year, has 
pulled out 1 of this year's cha- 
mpionships. the All- England Club 
said Wednesday. 

The club referee's office said a 
telex from the 19-year-old star’s 
international representatives gave 
a pinched neck nerve and a nag- 
ging right shoulder injury as rea- 
sons for her withdrawal. 

Her doctors had advised a 
four-week rest from tennis, the 
telex said. 

But Britain's Daily Mail new- 
spaper speculated Wednesday 
that Jaeger, who was beaten by 
fellow-American Martina Nav- 
ratilova 6-0, 6-3 in the 1983 final, 
could be out of the game for as 
long as two years. 

The Mail said Jaeger was bel- 
ieved to be going through an emo- 
tionally traumatic time and may 


have lost interest in professional 
tennis. 

Injury also forced Jaeger out of 
the recent French Open Cha- 
mpionships. She abandoned her 
first-round match against her 
compatriot Jaime Golder after los- 
ing ihe first set. 
mped to eighth. 

In San Francisco a spo- 
keswoman for the Women's Ten- 
nis Association. Nancy Bolger. 
said Jaeger was on holiday and 
was not sure how long she would 
take off from tennis. 

Bolger said Jaeger had also wit- 
hdrawn from the women's Fed- 
eration Cup tournament in Sao 
Paolo next month. 

She said Jaeger had blamed 
shoulder tendonitis for her wit- 
hdrawal from the French Open 
and considered it stupid to con- 
tinue playing because her injury 
was just getting worse.

BUENOS AIRES (R) — The 
Argentine government’s financial 
recovery package is unacceptable 
to the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) according to int- 
ernational banking sources, but 
could serve io prevent the country 
being pronounced in default on its 
loan commitments. 

They said the Argentine gov- 
ernment. which Monday took the 
unprecedented step of sending its 
economic plan to the IMF without 
the prior consent of fund officials, 
is working lo defer repayment 
deadlines on its 543.6 billion for- 
eign debt. 

Unless the government makes a 
large interest payment by the end 
of the month. L'.S. banks will have 
10 classify their loans as "non- 
performing" and set aside' res- 
erves to cover them. 

" The situation is very delicate." 
■ine banker said. “ My impression 
is that a default will not be pro- 
nounced a.*, lung as a letter of int- 


ent is in discussion. Bui if the talks 
come to a halt.- some banks may 
begin to pull out." 

Progress on rescheduling Arg- 
entina's debt, the third largest 
among developing nations, is con- 
ditional on IMF agreement. 

“It’s evident that we arc going 
to live some tense limes.” one 
banker said. 

A package to pay $500 million 
in interest due on June 30 is in the 
advanced stages of preparations 
and will be made available if there 
is a positive tone to Argentina’s 
negotiating stance, bankers said. 

The payment of $750 million in 
loan principal due on June 1 5 will 
be extended six months.

The IMF has traditionally sou- 
ght austerity measures from deb- 
tor countries to bring down inf- 
lation. which in Argentina is run- 
ning at 568 per cent. 

The letter accused creditors of 
actively participating “in the aut- 
horitarian and arbitrary" eco- 
nomic policies of the former mil- 
itary government under which the 
debt was contracted. 

USSR ups 
meat, milk 
production 

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet meat 
production looks set to surpass 
last year's record with a total of 
6.788 million tonnes for the first 
five months of 1 984. eight percent 
up on the same period Iasi year, 
official figures showed Wed- 
nesday. 

Central Statistics Office figures, 
published in the magazine Eko- 
nnmicheskaya Gazeta. revealed 
May meat production of 1.193 
million tonnes against 1.120 for 
May last year. 

The magazine said a production 
increase had been registered thr- 
oughout the country with the exc- 
eption of the Central Asian rep- 
ublic of Kazakhstan. It added that 
a three per cent increase in milk 
yields has also been achieved. 

IMF raises 
interest rate 

WASHINGTON (AP) — An inc- 
rease to 7 per cent a year from 6.6 
per cent was announced by the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) Tuesday in the rate of int- 
erest it charges on some loans to 
member countries. Other loans by 
the fund cany higher rales closer 
to those on the U.S. money mar- 
ket. now running around 1U per 
cent. Usually packages the tund 
offers to poor countries include 
loans at both rates, in different 
proponions on a case-by-case 
basis. The increase was back- 
dated to Mav I . 


Creusot Loire is to go 
into official receivership 


PARIS (R) — Creusot-Loire, the French heavy eng- 
ineering firm, is to go into official receivership fol- 
lowing a government refusal to accept a company 
rescue plan, company chairman Vlr. Didier 
Pineau-Valencienne said Wednesday. 


The firm, which employs 
29.000 people, sought court pro- 
tection from creditors in April and 
was given until Wednesday to 
table proposals to secure its fut- 
ure. 

The government has been ins- 
isting that Creusot-Loire's pri- 
ncipal shareholder. Schneider, 
should provide 800 million francs 
($95 million) of fresh financial 
support in return for government 
aid. 

Mr. Pineau-Valcnciennc told a 
press conference that deadlock 
over efforts to save Creusot-Loire 
would have severe consequences. 

He cited loss of orders and con- 
tracts. the possible loss of an add- 
itional 10.000 jobs at firms wor- 


king under sub-contract, as well as 
the loss of the 22.000 jobs at 
Creusot-Loire expected to have 
been saved under the rescue plan. 

He accused the government of 
attempting to take over the 
privately-owned group Empain 
Schneider, which effectively con- 
trols both Creusol- Loire and its 
main shareholder, Schneider. 

"Some propositions which were 
made to us show the real aim ol 
the government was to lake con- 
trol of Empain- Schneider, in short 
to nationalise it. on the pretext 
that it was the only way of saving 
Creusot-Loire”. he told the news 
conference. 

The French government and 
banks last November provided a 


rescue package of six billion francs 
($715 million) for Creusot-Loire. 
which has nuclear, heavy mat- 
erials and metal interests. 

Schneider committed 520 mil- 
lion francs ($62 million) to the 
package but later made this sub- 
ject to new government aid. 

Badly hit by recession in the 
steel industry. Creusot-Loire 
asked unsuccessfully in April for 
three billion francs ($360 million) 
from the government to rebuild its 
share structure. 

Creusot-Loire lost around three 
billion francs ($360 million) bet- 
ween 1978 and 1983. including 
1 .8 billion francs ($2 1 5 million) in 
1 983 alone. 

Latest operating figures show 
that turnover in the first quarter of 
this year fell to 944.9 million 
francs ($1 12.6 million) from 1.3 
billion francs (S 1 55 million) in the 
first three months of 1983. 


Lagos asks for OPEC 
extraordinary meeting 

LAGOS (R) — Nigeria has asked for an extraordinary ministerial 
meeting of the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) to discuss output and marketing policies, well informed 
sources said Wednesday. 

The sources said the meeting was unlikely to take place because 
few members of the 1 3-nation body appeared ready to meet before a 
regular session set for July 10. 

They said Nigeria wanted OPEC to make urgent decisions on 
output quotas and how to handle increased demand tor its oil due to 
the Gulf war between Iran and Iraq, both OPEC members. 

Nigeria wanted the meeting because, while it had cut output to its 
OPEC-set quota of 1 .3 million barrels per day (b/d). other members 
were exceeding theirs to take advantage of the market demand, the 
sources said. 

Nigeria appeared to want an immediate OPEC response to what 
might be a short-lived situation in which spot prices had risen above 
official prices and in order to be ready for eventualities arising from 
the Gulf conflict, they said. 

Nigeria also feared that the July meeting might not even discuss 
raising OPECs self-imposed output ceiling of 17.5 million b/d or 
changes in individual quotas because of the internal bickering it 
would unleash, they said. 

Petroleum Minister Tam David- West was quoted by the 
government-owned newspaper New Nigerian as saying he had alt- 
ernative plans to raise oil sales if no increase were granted in Nig- 
eria's quota. 

He declined to elaborate, but the sources said the first move was 
likely to be a return to output levels of the first quarter of the year, 
following the Dec. 31 military coup, of around 1.5 million b/d. if not 
higher. 

Nigeria believed it could haw produced 1.7 million b/d in that 
period and found a market for it. the soufCesrsaid. ... 

Another move might be a return tocontracts with middle men — 
so-called "third party contracts" — suspended after the coup bec- 
ause the government regarded them as a potential source of the 
corruption it had vowed lo suppress. 

Under the ousted civilian government, ibe oil sold in such deals 
often found its way to the spot market, on which Nigeria Joes not 
officially deal, the sources said.

talks 


DUBLIN (R) — Two of Ireland's 
biggest companies. Waterford 
Glass and Carroll Industries, have 
called off talks on a possible mer- 
ger of interests. 

In simultaneous a nn- 
ouncements they said they were 
not proceeding with further dis- 
cussions "as each board considers 
that it would not be in the interests 
of their respective companies.” 

Two weeks ago the firms said 
they had opened talks on a pos- 
sible merger. 

In April Waterford, one of the 
world's biggest producers of 
hand-made crystal and a major 
Irish exporter, said it had begun 
talks with a number of parties with 
a view to a possible takeover, but 
these came to nothing. 

A merger between it and the 
tobacco company Carrolls would 
have been the biggest in Irish cor- 
porate history, creating the second 
or third largest company in the 
country with a combined turnover 
of 440 million pounds ($495 mil- 
lion) and profits of 20 million 
pounds ($22.5 million). 


Egyptian citrus exports rise slightly 


CAIRO (R) — Egyptian exports 
of citrus fruit, the country's largest 
agricultural export commodity 
after cotton, have risen over the 
past year despite decontrol of pri- 
ces paid to growers, an industry 
official said Wednesday. 

Mr. Ragheb Mchrcz. general 
manager of Egypt's sole citrus 
exporter, the state-owned AI- 
Wadi Export Company, said exp- 
orts increased to 1 83.000 tonnes 


in the 1 983-84 season, ended Iasi 
month, from 1K2.UU0 tonnes in 
I9K2-S3. Next year’s target is 
20U.000 tonnes. 

Revenues from citrus exports 
this year would be around five per 
cent higher than last year’s 35.4 
million Egyptian pounds (542 mil- 
lion). but profits would be smaller, 
lie said. 

Prices climbed by 20 to 25 per 
cent since the abolition of fixed 


producer prices for the first time 
last vear. he said. 

The rise in the value of exports 
follows a decline last year from 
38.7 million Egyptian pounds 
($46 million) in 1981-82. acc- 
ording to official figures. 

Growth in home consumption 
was held down by higher domestic 
retail prices, while total pro- 
duction was stable at around 1 .25 
million tonnes, he added.

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Israeli strikes spread 

OCCUPIED JERLISALEM (R) — Labour unrest spread through 
much of Israel* s public sector Wednesday because of stalled neg- 
otiations over wage claims. 

Workers in the foreign and defence ministries, post, telephone, 
television and radio companies went on strike or go-slows to press for 
the talks to end before next month's general elections. 

Union officials have charged the goicrnniem with stalling until 
after the July 23 poll. 

Treasury and other government officials sai the unions are making 
unrealistic demands that will lead to unemployment after the ele- 
ctions Tuesday. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir urged civil servants: “Don’t play 
political games with the economy's existence... its development is at 
stake." 

The treasury is offering a 7.9 per cent rise while the unions have 
proposed an average 22.5 per cent increase, 
inflation in Israel is now mer 400 per cent a year. 

Soviet industrial output rises 

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet industrial production grew by 4.7 per cent 
in the first five months of this year but oil output remained below 
target figures, the Communist Party daily Pravda reported Tuesday. 
The 4.7 per cent growth rate was slightly down on the 4.4 per cent 
figure registered in the January- April period, but showed that ind- 
ustry was still well on course to exceed Kremlin goals of 3.4 percent 
industrial expansion this year. Pravda said most sectors haJ exceeded 
set production norms, but named the nil industry as one ol the few 
which had failed. It gave no figures, but oil output has been reported 
as below official targets every month since Iasi September. Analyses 
in the official press have said oilmen are lacing greater difficulties in 
extracting crude oil from fields in Western Siberia than expected.

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Indian army to hang mutineers 


BOMBAY (R) — Sikh soldiers found guilty of mut- 
iny after deserting and trying to force their way to 
Punjab to protest at the array attack on the Golden 
Temple in Amritsar will be hanged, a top Indian 
general said. 


negligible fraction of the 80.000 
Sikhs under his command, which 
covers the seven southern states of 
India. 


Lt. Gen. T. S. Oberoi. chief of 
southern command, told a press 
conference Tuesday night the 
array took a very serious view of 
the mutiny, in which more than 
1.00 Sikh soldiers have been inv- 
olved in different parts of India. 

“The mutineers will be tried 
and. if found guilty, will be han- 
ged. They have learnt a bitter les- 
son. and nobody would now dare 
to revolt in the Indian army.” he 
said. 

The army has said 90 soldiers 
were killed when it launched its 
attack last week to flush out Sikh 
extremists holed up in the Golden 
Temple, the holiest in Sikhdom. 

Informed police sources said 
712 Sikhs, including fiery pre- 


acher Jamail Singh Bhindranwale, 
died in the fighting. The preacher 
was widely seen as leader of the 
extremist faction in a two year old 
campaign by militant Punjab 
■ Sikhs for religious and political 
concessions. 

Gen. Oberoi said 126 non- 
commissioned Sikh soldiers set 
out for Punjab, in northern India, 
from Poona in the southwestern 
state of Maharashtra at midnight 
on Sunday. 

About half were intercepted at 
Thane in Maharashtra, while the 
rest were captured in a half-hour 
shootout Tuesday morning, which 
left 13 deserters and one loyal sol- 
dier dead. 

He said the mutineers were a 


The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency quoted the chief min- 
ister of the northern state of Uttar 
Pradesh as saying 800 deserters 
and 600 civilians on their way to 
Punjab from the eastern state of 
Bihar had surrendered to the aut- 
horities. 

A Defence Ministry spokesman 
said the latest desertion occurred 
in Agartala. capital of the nor- 
theastern state of Tripura, where 
Sikh troops incited by Sikh ext- 
remists set off for Punjab. Most 
had been apprehended or ret- 
urned to barracks and the rest 
would be apprehended soon, he 
said. 

PTI put the number involved at 
about 200. but the spokesman 
gave no figure. 

In Amritsar, array divers sea- 
rching the water tank that sur- 


rounds the main shrine at the tem- 
ple uncovered a very high fre- 
quency transmitter, a tel- 
eprinter.four light machine guns 
and 110 other guns, a senior army 
officer told a press conference in 
Chandigarh. Punjab's state cap- 
ital. 

A box of diamonds and cash 
worth 1.5 million rupees 
($150,000) was also found there. 

He said 3,038 people had been 
arrested in Punjab and Cha- 
ndigarh since the army was ord 
ered into the rich farming state to 
deal with a wave of Hindu-Sikh 
killings in which more than 300 
people have died so far this year. 

More than 2,000 people from 
three towns in Punjab gathered 
near Amritsar, wanting to see the 
temple for themselves, he said. 
Two of them were flown there by 
army helicopter and reported 
back on what they had seen and 
the crowd then dispersed pea- 
cefully, he added. 


El Salvador dissolves 
Treasury Police 


SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador 
(AP) — The government dis- 
solved a unit of the Treasury Pol- 
ice that had been repeatedly lin- 
ked in Western intelligence rep- 
orts to activities of rightist death 
squads, the commander of the 
security force said. 

The S-2, or intelligence, unit of 
the Treasury Police was dissolved 
and its approximately 100 agents 
were sent to posts in the inreior of 
the country, where they arc likely 
to face battle. Col. Rinaldo Gol- 
cher. commander of the Treasury 
Police, said. 

Col. Golcher said in a telephone 
interview that the unit was dis- 
solved in an effort to improve the 
image of the Treasury Police and 
in pan on the basis of reports some 
of the S-2 security men were inv- 
olved in wrongdoing. 

Two S-2 agents have been ind- 
icted and a third is sought in the 
March 30 kidnapping of wealthy 
Salvadorean landowner jose Car- 
los LLort. 

For years, human rights age- 
ncies have charged that the int- 
elligence units of the security for- 
ces. especially the Treasury Pol- 
ice. were involved in kidnappings 
and killings. . 

The former director of the S-2 
unit. Maj. Jose Ricardo Pozo. was 
forced to resign and posted in Par- 
aguay early This year because of 
reports he was involved in death 
squad activity. 

Maj. Pozo's name appeared on 
a list handed to the Salvadorean 


government by the U.S. embassy 
here after a December visit by 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 

The embassy requested that 
three military officers, including 
Maj. Pozo and a number of civ- 
ilians believed to be involved in 
the death squads, leave the cou- 
ntry. 

The Treasury Police was fou- 
nded early in the century to pursue 
makers of“chicha.” the illegal and 
intoxicating Salvadorean com liq- 
uor. 

In recent years, the 2.000-man 
force got a reputation as the most 
unruly and brutal of the three Sal- 
vadorean police agencies. The 
other two are the National Guard 
and the National Police. 

Since taking office, Mr. Duarte 
has created a new deputy Defence 
Ministry Department for Public 
Security, breaking the ministry 
down into two departments. Def- 
ence. which is responsible for the 
army and security, which is res- 
ponsible for the three security for- 
ces. 

The dissolution of the int- 
elligence unit was one of the first 
concrete steps taken by Mr. Dua- 
rte’s government to crack down on 
rightist violence. 

Mr. Duane has promised to 
prosecute those responsible for 
the March 24, 1980. murder of 
San Salvador Archbishop Oscar 
Amulfo Romero, as well as any- 
one else found guilty of inv- 
olvement in death squad activity. 


Four Polish dissidents 
to stand trial in Warsaw 


WARSAW (R) — Four of Pol- 
and's best-known political pri- 
soners will stand trial next month 
accused of plotting to ovenhrow 
the state, defence lawyers said. 

Jacek Kuron. Adam Michnik. 
Zbigniew Romaszewski and Hen- 
ryk Wujec. all former advisers to 
the outlawed Solidarity Labour 
Movement, will appear in War- 
saw' s district military court on J uly 
1 3. lawyers for Mr. Kuron and Mr. 
Michnik said. 

Government officials declined 
comment. The trial date was con- 
firmed by Mr. Kuron' s son Mr. 
Macick. 

The four, who were also mem- 
bers of the disbanded Kor group 
of dissident intellectuals, are cur- 
rently held at Warsaw's Rafc- 
owiecka jail with seven Solidarity 
leaders. No date tor the trial of the 
seven has been set. the lawyers 
said Tuesday. 


Most of the 1 1 have been in pri- 
son since Solidarity was sup- 
pressed under martial law in Dec- 
ember 1981. and diplomats said 
the government of Prime Minister 
Wojciech Janizelski .had- long 
appeared reluctant to put any of 
them on trial. 

Two days ago Mr. Kuron. 50. 
began to refuse food, demanding 
either to go on trial or to be freed 
without conditions. 

The decision to take the four 
Kor leaders to court followed a 
period during which the United 
Nations joined efforts by Poland* s 
Roman Catholic Church to secure 
the release of the 1 1 . 

Diplomats said the Communist 
authorities had appeared not to 
want a major political trial at a 
time when their image in the West 
had been improved by the lifting 
of martial law last July and by the 
end of widespread social conflict

Pope mobbed by nuns 


FRIBOURG. Switzerland (R) — 
A crowd of nuns, some weeping 
and reaching out to touch his gar- 
ments. surrounded Pope John 
Paul II Wednesday as he cried to 
leave church after morning pra- 
yers on the second day of his Swiss 
visit. 

Security men stood helpless as 
the nuns, invited to the service in 
the church of the cordeliers, sur- 
ged forward and prevented the 
Pope from moving for several 
minutes. 

Representatives of Swi- 
tzerland's 2.000 monks and more 
than 10,000 nuns attended the 
service in the 1 3th Century church 
which is run by a Franciscan order. 

When his bodyguards cleared a 
path through the crowd, the Pope 
proceeded to his next app- 
ointment. a meeting with students 
and professors at Fribourg Roman 
Catholic University. 

Speaking in the sun-filled uni- 
versity courtyard, he warned that 


science must never be separated 
from individual conscience, a sub- 
ject he constantly raises when 
addressing academics. 

Many scientists were appalled 
by the discovery terrifying ins- 
truments of death and devices for 
the manipulation and control of 
human beings, be said. 

The Pope was later speaking to 
professors of Swiss Roman Cat- 
holic Theology Faculties in the 
university senate room. 

Thousands of people lined the 
streets of Fribourg when the pon- 
tiff arrived by train from Geneva 
Tuesday night. 

An electrical fault prevented his 
greeting from being beard in the 
station square but even the sight of 
the white-robed figure created 
excitement in the mainly Catholic 
canton. 

The Pope covered Zurich, Lug- 
ano and Geneva Tuesday in a gru- 
elling schedule dominated by. 
ecumenical issues. 


Jackson plans peace tour 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Rev. Jesse Jackson announced 
plans Tuesday to visit Panama, 
Nicaragua and Cuba later this 
month in hopes of stimulating a 
negotiating process that will make 
the Western hemisphere "a war- 
free zone." 

“ T m convinced that in this age 
we must fight for the pulling tog- 
ether of various elements of the 
Western hemisphere, from Cuba 
to Canada, and declare the Wes- 
tern hemisphere a war-free zone.” 
said the black civil rights leader, a 
candidate for the Democratic 
Party nomination for president of 
the United States. 

We must use a more aggressive 
diplomatic approach and stop mil- 
itarising the region.” 


After a State Department bri- 
efing on U.S. hemispheric policy. 
Rev. Jackson told reporters it 
would be a mistake to claim that 
Central America’s problems are 
largely the product of Soviet Bloc 
intervention. 


Instead, he asserted, the turmoil 
is attributable to years of rep- 
ression and a lack of jobs, housing 
and health care. 


Asked about the Reagan adm- 
inistration's view that Cuba is an 
aggressive forve in Central Ame- 
rica, Rev. Jackson said the United 
States “does not have the moral 
authority to speak of exp- 
ansionism or aggression” in view 
of its own policy of" military exp- 
ansionism.” 


Scientist convinced he has 
found cause of AIDS 


NEW YORK, (R) — A cancer 
researcher said Tuesday he was 
convinced that a virus he dis- 
covered caused AIDS but it would 
be at least three years before there 
was a vaccine to treat the crippling 
disease. 

Dr. Robert Gallo of the Nat- 
ional Cancer Institute said he bel- 
ieved a virus called HTLV-3 was 
responsible for the destruction of 
the body's ability to fight disease 
characteristic of AJDS. 

"I feel as confident of it as I am 
of anything.” he said. ”1 don’t 
think there is any other evidence 
we could provide.” 

Dr. Gallo said he had found the 
^irus in the blood of 85 per cent of 
AJDS victims and his work had 
been confirmed by other res- 
earchers. "It all fits ’in perfectly” 
he said. "everything says this is the 
agent." 

Dr. Gallo spoke at a press con- 
ference where it was announced 


that he and three other scientists 
had won General Motors Cancer 
Research Foundation Prizes tot- 
alling $390,000. 

Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome (AIDS) destroys the 
body's immune system that fights 
disease. Of more than 4.000 aff- 
ected 1,750 have died. Most vic- 
tims have been homosexuals. 

Dr. Gallo's findings were ann- 
ounced in April at about the time 
when researchers at the Pasteur 
Institute in Paris said that a similar 
virus called Lav. caused AIDS. 
This provoked a dispute over who 
made tbe discovery first. 

Dr. Gallo said the two viruses 
were “closely’ related if not ide- 
ntical. We can’t say yet that t- 
hefre identical. It's very likely 
they will be shown the same." 

He said he doubted that there 
was a link betweea the disease and 
the fact that many victims were 
homosexuals. 


U.K., China set up full-time 
working group on Hong Kong 


PEKING (R) — China and Bri- 
tain announced Wednesday they 
were setting up a full-time wor- 
king group to help bring about an 
early agreement on the future of 
Hong Kong. 

The news came in a joint com- 
munique after the 16th round of 
formal Sino-British talks on Hong 
Kong, which is due to revert to 
Chinese rule in 1997. 

The statement said the working 
groups role would be to consider 
documents submitted by both 
sides in pursuit of their objective 
of reaching an agreement as soon- 
as possible on the future of Hong 
Kong.” 

It added that the group, which 
was to meet full-time between 
rounds of formal talks, would start 
work in the Chinese capital next 
week.. 

The Chinese team would be led 


by Ambassador Ke Zaisuo, and 
the British side by Dr. David Wil- 
son, assistant under secretary of 
state at the Foreign and Com- 
monwealth Office. 

The joint statement said the 
working group teams would rep- 
ort to the chairmen of their res- 
pective delegations. Assistant 
Foreign Minister Zhou Nan and 
Ambassador Sir Richard Evans, 
who would remain responsible for 
the overall conduct of the neg- 
otiations. 

The formal talks held here Tue- 
sday and Wednesday were des- 
cribed as "useful and con- 
structive". the customary phrase 
coined by the negotiators in an 
attempt to discourage speculation 
on Hong Kong’s highly volatile 
stock and money markets. 

The 17th round is to be held in. 
Peking on June 27 and 28. 


Mondale opens reach 
for running mate 


WASHINGTON (R) — Dem- 
ocrat Walter Mondale said Tue- 
sday he hopes to start interviewing 
potential vice presidential running 
mates within a week and his list 
will include women and minority- 
race candidates. 

The disclosure was a token of- 
Mr. Mondale’s confidence that he- 
has clinched the Democratic pre- 
sidential nomination even though 
rivals Gary Hart and Jesse Jac- 
kson are likely to stay in the race 
until the party convention next 
month. 

“ I view the selection of my run- 
ning mate as the most important 
decision I will make as the Dem- 
ocratic nominee," the former vice 
president said in a statement iss- 
ued by his office. 

He gave no hint as to who might 
be on his list but did say the choice 
would have to be "someone who is 
totally qualified to assume tbe off- 
ice of president -if that should be 
necessary" and someone per- 
sonally compatible with Mondale 
himself. 

He said: "Throughout my cam- 
paign, I have pledged that the sel- 


ection of tbe vice president would 
include women and minorities. I 
will ensure that this pledge is hon- 
oured." 

The statement added: "I have 
been and will be personally inv- 
olved every step along the way and 
I expect to interview many of tbe 
candidates myself before I make 
my decision. I hope to begin those 
interviews within a week.” 

Mr. Mondale's aides have said 
he was likely to hold the 
running-mate interviews while 
relaxing at home in his native 
Minnesota. He plans to go there 
on Sunday for a week. 

In his statement, the ex-vtee 
president said preliminary sco- 
uting had begun under top aide* 
John Reilly, that the search would* 
extend far and wide and that hun- 
dreds of people would be con- 
sulted on the best choice and car- 
eful research conducted. 

Early speculation on Mr. Mon- 
dale's choice has run the gamut 
from Colorado Senator Hart at 
the orthodox end to several fem- 
ale elected officials in tbe bre- 
akthrough category. 


Senate votes to allow 
anti-satellite arms testing 


WASHINGTON (R) — Tbe Sen- 
ate Tuesday night voted to allow 
the testing of U.S. anti-satellite 
weapons, but only if the White' 
House can show it is trying to neg- 
otiate an agreement with the Sov- 
iet Union to limit their use. 

The 61-28 vote represented a 
modest victory for President Rea- 
gan, who pushed for anti-satellite 
weapons trials, but it also set up a 
clash with the House of Rep- 
resentatives, which wants a one- 
year moratorium on testing. 

The Senate vote, on an ame- 
ndment to the $291 billion 1985 
defence bill, would only allow 
U.S-anti-sateDite weapons to be 
tested if the White House met cer- 
tain conditions. 

Among other things, the adm- 
inistration would have to show 
Congress it was genuinely trying 
to negotiate a mutual and ver- 
ifiable agreement with the Soviet 
Union "with the strictest possible 
limits” on anti-satellite weapons. 

•We'd prefer to have no res- 
trictions but we believe these are 
reasonable restrictions and we can 
live with them." said Republican 
Senator John Tower, chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Com- 


mittee and a White House ally on 
the testing issue. 

Another condition in the Senate 
amendment would require the 
president to determine that any 
testing of anti-satellite weapons 
would not be an "irrevocable 
step” endangering prospects for 
negotiations with the Soviet 
Union. 

On May 23, the House voted 
238-1 81 to continue for one year a 
1983 moratorium which banned 
testing against objects in space as 
long as Moscow also refrained. 

The anti-satellite dispute will 
have to be worked out later when 
the overall defence bill is com- 
pleted by the Senate and sent to 
conference with the House. 

Moscow has urged a ban gm 
anti-satellite weapons, but Sec- 
retary of State George Shultz Tue- 
sday called the appeal “dis- 
ingenuous” because it sought to 
prevent the United States from 
testing a system which the adm- 
inistration believes the Soviet 
Union already has. 

Mr. Reagan allies argue that 
Moscow is 10 years ahead of the 
United States with an anti- 
satellite system.
